YESTERDAY’S WORK. 
A QUIET DAY. 
Apecial Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Wasuineoton, D. C., Dec. 2.—Nothing of in- 
terest transpired during the session of the Sen- 
ate to-day, except the speech of Gen. Burnside, 
urging the application of the Monroe doctrine 
to the proposed construction of an interoceanic 
ship-canal. it was noticed that even Senator 
Conkling, who rarely pays much attention to 
what goes on in the Senate chamber, was among 
the attentive listeners, and that Senator Ed- 
munds was foremost among those who con- 
gratulated the Genera! after he had finished. 

A vew piace was created by the Senate to- 
day, that body having voted that the Commit- 
tee on the Tenth Census, of which Senator Pen- 
dleton is Chairman, be authorized to employ a 
clerk. 

The following are the principal bille intro- 
duced to-day in the two Houses: Mr. Ryan, of 
Kansas, introduced a joint resolution authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of the Interioggto certify 
school lands in the State of Kansas. 

Mr. Young, ot Ohio, introduced the follow- 
ing resolution: 


Resolved, That three Senators and five Repre- 
be appointed to investigate the present 

system of saiaries, fees, and compensations al- 
lowed to officers of the United States Circuit and 


District Courts, and to ascertain whether any abuses 
now(lexist or may have existed under the present 
system, and to report by bill or otherwise what 
legisiation may be necessary to correct the same. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

Mr. White, of Pennsylvania, iotroduced 

a joint resolution proposing two amendments 
to the Constitution of the United States: 


Section 1. The —— appropriation bilis shall 
embrace nothing but apvropriations for the ordi- 
nary expenses of the different departmenis of the 
Government and interest op the public debt; all 
other appropriations shall be made by bills con- 
taining only items of „ Wannen relating to the 
subject matter of the bill. 

Sr. 2. The President may disapprove any item 
or items of the bill appropriating money embrac- 
ing distinct items, and the parts of the bill ap- 
proved sball be the law, and the items disapproved 
shall be void unless repassed according to the pro- 
visions and rules presented for the passage of bills 
over the President's veto. 


TAX ON LIQUOR CONSUMED. 

By Mr. Cox, of New York, a resolution that 
the Committee of Wers and Means be directed 
to inquire into the expediency of imposing a 
tax on the consumption of whisky, alcohol, 
highwines, and beer, in lieu of the tax now im- 
posed on their manufacture, distillation, and 
production sufficient to raise the revenue needed 
by the Government. 

By Mr. Cox, that tne Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be directed to communicate to the House a 
statement of all the moneys paid into the Treas- 
ury under act of June 7, 1872 (Title 53, A. S.), 
since the day of its enactment by the respective 
United States shipping companies. 

By Mr. Page, of Colorado, a bill that any 
National gold bank, organized under the pro- 
visions of Sec. 6,185 of the Revised Statutes, 
may,in the manner prescribed by Sec. 5,154, for 
the conversion of banks incorporated under the 
laws of any State, become such an association as 
is authorized by Sec. 5,153 for carrying on the 
business of banking, and shall have the same 
powers and privileges, and shall be subject to 
the same duties, responsibilities, and rules in 
all respects, as are prescribed for such associa- 
tion. 

By Mr. Young, of Ohio, a bill providing that 
no United States statute of limitation shall be 
a bar to the prosecution of any person for the 
crime of bigamy in any State providing for the 
punishment of that crime until two years after 
the last act of cohabitation. 7 

THE PORT OF CHICAGO. 

Senator Logan introduced a bill to extend the 
provisions of Sect. 2,990 and 2,996 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, inclusive, to the port of Chicago. 
These are the provisions which are 
embodied in the above-mentioned statutes: 
Any merchandise except liquors and cer- 
tain explosives and perishable arti- 
cles, when imported and destined for other 
ports, shall be entered in tripiicate, setting 
forth particulars and route. When the entry is 
compared with the invoice, and the duties have 
been estimated, the Collector shall immediately 
deliver the same to the owner at the risk of 
himself, agent, or consignee. The Collector 
shall give priority in time to merchandise im- 
ported to the ports named in the statutes, and 
the same shall not be removed to the Ap- 
praiser’s office, nor need the duties be paid uu- 
ti] the port of destination be reached. The bond 
for transportation shall be twice the invoice 
value of the merchandise with the duties added, 
and in the form prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, with two sureties, who shall justi- 
fy ia an amount doubie the penalty of the 
bond. Merchandise so entered shall be deliy- 
ered by common carriers designated by the Sec- 
retary ef the Treasury, who shall give sufficient 
bonds. Such merchandise shall be conveyed in 
cars and other vehicles securely fastened with 
locks and seals, under the exclusive control of 
the officers of the customs, and shall not be 
unladen between ports unless authorized by the 
regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury. 


LEGISLATIVE OUTLOOK, 
THE FINANCIAL PROSPECTS. 
Gpecial Diapatch wo The .Tioves. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 2.—There was notb- 
ing in the proceedings of the House to indicate 
the prospects of legislation, or the temper of 
either side of the Chamber. Had a vote been 
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taken upon the Price resolution, which provided 
that resumption is accomplished and that not h- 
ing should be done in the House on finance leg- 
islation, the recommendations of the Secretary 
of the Treasury and of the President, notwith- 
standing there would have directly been a di- 
vision in both parties, a careful observer would 
scarcely fail to see that the division among 
the Republicans would have been even 
sbarper than among the Democrats. The only 
other indication was the reference of the resolu- 
tion of Col. Fort, of Ilmois, given last night in 
fullin these dispatches, An Eastern Repub- 
lican, voted for his pronounced views upon 
what he calls hard money, asked a Western Re- 
publican why Western en, who complained of 
the agitation of this question, shouid have in- 
troduced two such resolutions as those of Price 
and Fort. The Western man instantly re- 
sponded: “Why did Secretary Sherman and 
the President bring the question here?“ There 
has been a great deal of private couference upon 
these questions among the members. 
THERE HAS BEEN SOME TALK 

of a caucus, but there seems to be a concurrent 
tacit agreement that it will perhaps be unwise 
to enter upon avy finance legislation prior to 
the Presidential campsigo. The Democrats 
seem disposed to adopt a policy of silence as to 
the issues of the extra session. The Repub- 
licans, on their part, seem inclined to follow a 
similar course with regard to finance. At all 
events, the recommendations of tne President, 
to stop the coinage of silver dollars and to 
retire the greenbacks, has not met an enthusias- 
tic welcome by the majori:y of his own party. 

Two Western Redablican Senators, who are 
classed as hard-money men, in conversation 
upon this subject to-day, said that the Presi- 
dent had made a great mistake. His recom- 
mendations are now unwise, and, as for John 
Sberman, the policy be bas chosen will lose him 
votes in the Presidential Convertion. Senator 
Thurman’s theory that the aggressive in finance 
is to be taken at this session by the Kepublicans 
has thus far been verified, the principal propos- 
tions having thus far proceeded from that side; 
but there is some reason to believe that a class 
of Democrats which is Bumerous and influential 

ill 
‘- FOLLOW THE LEAD OF WARNER, 
and will not consent to adopt a policy of st- 
lence. It is even said that Speaker Randall, 
who has aspirations beyood his present place, 
is engaged in considering a new Silver bill 
which will perbaps look both ways and com- 
mand the support of both wings of his party. 
What the provisions of this mysterious bill are 
does not appear. it does not now seem prob- 
able that any Republicans in the House will in- 
troduce a bill to carry into effect the recom- 
mendations of the President’s message by pro- 
posing to refre the greenbacks or to stop the 
coinage of silver. 

Mr. Burchard, Director of the Mint, does not 
believe it would be politic at this time either to 
retire any portion of the greenbacks or to re- 
strict the coinage of silver. He regards the 
present condition of the National finances as 
good as it bas ever been or is likely to de. The 
paper money of the country is at par, and it is 
the boast of the Republican party that it is so. 
To argue, then, that in the first blush of the busi- 
ness boom there is @ pressing necessity to 
change the system which has been as success- 


ful 
BY STRIKING OUT ONE 


of the forms of currency is a confession of un- 
soundness in our position. Legal-tenders or 
greenbacks practically stand in the same rela- 
tion to our gold and silver coin that the bauk- 
notes of Great Rritain do to the gold and silver 
coinage of that realm English paper is always 
at par, and the English finances are always in a 
bealtby condition. 

Perbaps the greatest danger to be appre- 
bended from any action with reference to the 
finances is the want of coufidence which it is 


likely to engender. The tendency to in- 
flation in prices, and even to specula- 
tion, as manifested recently in New York 


stock operations, Mr. Burchard things, is not 
due so much to the actual effect of a plethora 
of money as tothe mental effect of it. The 
mere knowledge that there has been a large ad- 
dition to the currency of the country has given 
men confidence, has spurred them to make io- 
vestments and to take risks. There is not 
pow in the banks as large a currency reserve as 
before the influx of gold from Europe began. 
There is no danger then, Mr. Burchard thinks, 
from this quarter. National banks, however, 
have the right 
TO INCREASE THEIR CIRCULATION, 

to fill any gap made by the retirement of legal- 
tender, or to meet any exigeney for currency 
created by expansion, by importation of gold, or 
otherwise, andits voncomitant era of speculative 
activity. There should be, therefore, no tinker- 
ing with the currency laws. 

Mr. 8. 8. Cox carries under a smiling exterior 
the gnawing canker of disappointed ambition. 
When asked to-day what he thougnt of the po- 
litical outlook, be said, gloomily, that he was of 
late years left out of the conciaves of 
his party. Sometimes he didn’t even go to 
the caucuses, and, in general, he was not con- 
sulted about anything. This depression does 
not extend, however, toa belief in the defeat 
of the Democracy of New York next fall. He 
says the Democrats can carry that State just 
as easy as falling off a log,“ and that nothing 
except the most prodigious blundering on the 
part of his political friends can prevent them 
from electing their candi late. He is of opinion 
that the Democrats will handle the money 
question with gloves. If Indiana is to be 
coupled with New York, Mr. Cox thinks there 
may be difficulty in settling upon a platform 
„just hard enough for New York and just soft 
enough for Indiana,” to effect a perfect union of 
interests. 

MUCH MORE OPPOSITION 
is developed among Eastern Democrats than 
was expected to the withdrawal of the legal 
tenders and tolimit the coinage of silver. It 
already seems as if enough Western Republic- 
ans would oppose these propositions to insure 
their defeat if they were brought forward. Iu- 
dications to-day give rise to the belief that the 
position finally assumed by the Republican side 
of the House will be that it is inexpedient at 
present to take any steps changing present laws 
pertaining to the currency. The sentiment 
among Republicans seems also to be strongly 
averse to any attempt to revise the tariff and to 
make any change in internal taxes. The argu- 
ment against all these attempts is that business 
is reviving, and that any movement by Con- 
gressin regard to the subjects named would 
certainly introduce grave disturbance into a 
commercial and industrial situation which now 
seems to be every day improving. 
REFUNDING BONDS. 

A bill authorizing the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to refund bonds of 1850 and 1881 will be in- 
troduced in the House this week. Members of 
the Senate Finance Committee express the opin- 
jon that it will encounter very little opposition 
in the Senate. 

A bill prepared by the Treasury Department, 
authorizing the Secretany of the Treasury to re- 
fund the bonds maturing in 1880 and 1881 into 
4 ver cent bonds, wil! probably be introduced in 
the House this week. The opposition to this 
measure is so insignificant that no doubt of 
favorable action upon it is entertained. The 
general sentiment is to sustain the Secretary’s 
recommendations in this particuiar. 

THE FINANCES.

LENGTH OF SESSION. 
THE DEMOGRATS VERY HUMBLE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., Dec. 2.—At the caucus 
of Democratic Senators heid this morning, and 
which lasted an hour and a half, there were 
some expressions regarding the policy of the 
majority as to the duration of the session. It 
was the unanimous opinion that the work be- 
fore them should be proceeded with at once, 
with a view to adjourning early in the spring. 
A long session was not deemed wise or desira- 
ble, especially as it might give rise to sectional 
and political discussions which their opponents 
would not fail to draw them into at every op- 
portunity. A short, business-like, conservative 
session was desired, and would, it was 
thought, surely pave the way to Demo- 
“ratic success in 1880. There were loud 
**amens”’ to this proposition. 

There are of course some speculations in re- 
gard to the length of the session, but they are 
unsatisfactory. Leading Democrats outside of 
the caucus quite generally talk about a short 
session, and say that it will de better for the 
party to pass the Appropriation bills and go 
home. This is the kind of talk that is generally 
beard here at the beginning of every session. 
At this time it indicates the general demoraliza- 
tion of the Democracy, and the fact that the 
leaders hesitate to face the issues of the extra 
session and wish to avoid it if possible. They 
know that the Republicans are determined not 
to permit people to forget the contest of last 
summer, and there seems no better reason this 
year than at any time to think that Congress 
will have finished the work of the session before 
the summer heats shall come. At all events, 
neither party will be willing to permit Congress 
to adjourn until after the Preisdential Nomina t- 
ing Convention of both parties shall have been 
held, and the campaign speeches printed in the 
Congressional ftecord for distribution through- 
out the country under franks. 


CHICAGO CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
WHAT M’DOWELL saYs. 
Apevia! Mispatch te The Tribwue. 

Wasnrnerton, D. C., Dee. 2.—Mr. McDowell, 
Superintendent of the Chicago Custom-House 
building, is still bere, going over the details of 
constructions and plans with Suapervising- Archi- 
tect Hil. Mr. McDowell frankly says that he 
is the person who is responsible for having 
promised that that portion of the building 
should be completed and ready for occupancy 
by the courts and by the other departments as- 
signed to the upper stories by the Ist of Janu- 
ary, and he says he made this promise in good 
faith, supposing that the work would progress 
rapidly, and that the contract would be 
let without delay. This has not yet 
been the case, aud it is fo this reason alone 
that it bas not been possible to fulfill his prom- 
ise and have this portion of the building com- 
pleted. In the matter of the steam heating ap- 
paratus alone, he says, there was a delay of 
four months in the letting of the contracts, 

OWING TO THE FACT 

that it was understood that proposals should be 
offered for bids. The same was true as to the 
plastering and as to elevators. In tact, 


the question as to the elevators has 
only been settled within two weeks. 
The iroa work has also been 


greatly delayed, and it has been impossible for 
the contractors to meet their contracts, really 
througt no fault of theirown. There are some 
prospects that the controversies which have 
arisen relative to the completion of the Custom- 
House building and relative to the differences 
between the Collector of the Port and Superm- 
tendent McDowell will not end with mere news- 
paper publications. There are indications that 


the trouble may in some way come into politics. 


At all events, Mr. McDowell seems to have con- 
siderable confidence, and is rather outspoken in 
his declarations. 


THE MESSAGE. 
MR. WOOD'S VIEWS THEREON. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 2.—The President's 
message and the accompanying documents will 
be distributed to-morrow to the various com- 
mittees having in charge the consideration of 
matters therein treated. Mr. Wood, Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee, who is in- 
trusted, in accordance witb custom, with the 
preparation of the resolution of distribution, 
was found quite willing to express his views on 
the more important recommendations of the 
Administration. As to the retirement of the 
greeubacks, said Mr. Wood, “I can frankly 
say thatif it were upon the question of their 
original issue, I would vote ‘No.’ 1 did 
vote ‘No’ when the question came up 
during the War, but now they have been issued, 
they area part of our currency, and upon the 
question of retiring them I shall vote ‘No,’ un- 
less, of course, a decision of the Supreme Court 
in the meantime declares them unconpstitu- 
tional.“ Mr. Wood says the increase in the 
volume of the currency by virtue of the im- 
portation of European gold has not operated as 
inflation; though a volume of $750,000,000 would 
have been to> much in 1875, it is not enough in 
1879. The business interests of the country 


have grown immensely in the meantime. fe 
would, therefore, leaye the greenbacks alone. 
They are valuable, and simply to agitate their 
retirement will have a disturbing effect on 
business throughout the country.

TRANSPORTATION IN BOND. 
MR. ALDRICH’S BILL. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. Nov. 30.—The Chicago 
Representatives urdoubtedly will give their 
early attention to securing some legislation in 
the interest of the immediate transportation of 
goods tothe West in bond; and it is not im- 
probable that, since the visit of Assistant Secre- 
tary of the ‘Ireasury French to the West, they 
will receive the co-operation, which they did 
not have before, of the Treasury Department. 
The subject is already in definit shape before 
the Committee in the bill introduced by Will- 
iam Aldrich, of Chicago, which provides to 
amend the statutes in relation to the transporta- 
tion of dutiable goods. As this subject will be 
likely to attract the general interest of Western 
mea, and as it should receive their hearty sup- 
port, it may de worth their while to carefully 
study the text of the bill now on the docket of 
the Ways and Means Committee on this sub- 
ject, which is as follows: 


A Brit to amend the statutes in relation to imme- 
diate transportation of dutiable goods. 

Be it Enacted by the Senateand House of! - 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That, when any merchandise im- 

rted atthe Ports of New York, Philadelphia, 

oston, Baitimore, Portland in Maine, Chicago, 


Port Huron, Detroit, New Orteans. Cleveland, 
Toledo, and San Francisco, shall a r. by the 
manifest of the importing vessel, to consigned 


to and destined for either of the ports specified in 
the sixth section of this act. the Collector at the 
port of arrival shall take said merchandise into his 
custedy, and immediately forward the same to 
such port of destination. 

Sec. 2. The Collector at the port of first 
arrival shall retain in office a 
permanent record of such merchandise 
80 to be forwarded to the port of destination. 
Such merchandise shall not be subject to appraise- 
ment and liquidation of duties at the port of first 
arrival, but shall undergo such examination as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall deem necessary to 
verify the manifest; and the same examination 
and appraisement thereof shall be required and 


had at the port of destination as would have been 
required at the port of first arrival if such mer- 
chandise been entered for consumption or 


warehouse at such port. 

Sec. 3. Such merchandise shall be delivered 
to and transported by common carriers, 
to be designated for this purpose by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and to and by 
none others; and such carriers shall be responsible 
to the United States as common carriers for the 
safe delivery of such merchandise to the Collector 
at the port of its destination; and, before any such 
carriers shall be permitted to receive and transport 
any such merchandise they shall become bound to 
the United Siates in bonds of such form and 
amount, and with such conditions, not incensist- 
ent with law, and such security, as the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall require. 

Sec. 4. Merchandise transported under the pro- 
visions of this sct shall be conveyed in cars, ves- 
sels, or vehicles securely fastened with locks or 
seals, under the exciusive control of the officers of 
the Customs; and inspectors snall be stationed at 
proper points along the designated routes, or upon 
any car, vessel, vehicle, or train, at the discretion 
of the Secretary, and at the expense of the compa- 
nies respectively. Such merchandise shall not ve un- 
laden or transshipped between the ports of first ar- 
rival and final destination, unless authorized by 
the regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
cases which may arise from a difference in the 

uge of railroads, or from accidents, or from legal 
ntervention, or from low water, ice, or other un- 
avoidable obstruction to navigation: and in uo case 
shall there be permitted any breaking of the orig- 
inal packages of such merchandise. 

Szc. 5. Mercharttlise so destined for immediate 
transportation snall be transferred, under proper 
supervision, directly from the importing vessel to 
the car, vessel, or vehicle in which the same is to 
be transported to its fina! destination. 

Suc. 6. The privilege of immediate transvorta- 
tion shall extend to the Ports of New York and 
Buffalo, in New York; Boston, in Massachusettss; 
Providence, in Rhode Island; Philadeiphia and 
Pittsburg, in Pennsylvania; Baltimore, in Mary- 
land; Norfolk, in Virginia; Charleston, in South 
Carolina: Savannah, in Georgia; New Orleans, in 
Louisiana; Portland, in Maine; Chieago, in II- 
nois; Detroit, in Michigan; St. Louis, in Missouri; 
St. Paul. in Minnesota; Cincinnati, Cleveland, 


Louisville, in Kentucky; San Francisco, in Cali- 
fornia; Portland, in Oregon: Memphis, in Tennes- 
see: and Modile, in Alabama. 

Sec. 7. That Sees. 2,090, 2. 991. 2,992, 2.993, 
2,904, 2,995, 2,906, and 2.907, be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
CABINET OFFICERS IN CONGRESS. 
Ayecial Disna.ch to The Trivune. 

WasuincoTon, D. C., Dec. 2.—George Pendle- 
ton makes no demonstration towards the Presi- 
dency, and has only announced it as his policy 
for the session to press to a vote bis bill to pro- 
vide that Cabinet officers shall have seats in 
both Houses of Congress. It is claimed by the 
friends of the measure that one of the most 
important results would be the purification of 
the Civil Service, because the heads of depart- 
ments could then be open:y interrogated con- 
cerning abuses, and would be forced to make 
public answer, and the attention of the 
country could thus be fixed upon the misuse 
of the Civil Service for partisan purposes. 
It would give a vigilant minority the power to 
effectually expose to the country that inter- 
terence of officeholders in politics which the 
President rightly regards as dangerous, and of 
which it was shrewdly said, not long ago, that 
the power and influerice of the army of office- 
holders bas become so great that those opposed 
to them need to have atwo-thirds majority to 
begin with before they hope to carry an election. 
He meavt that one-third of the voters plus the 
power of the officebolders, when these engage 
actively in politics, is equal to two-thirds of the 
voters opposed to them. 

WHERE COMMITTEES MEET. 

The rooms in the basement of the old portion 
of the Capitol, occupied until recently dy the 
Court of Claims, have been fitted up for the use 
of three committees of the Senate, viz.: Edu- 
cation and Labor, of which Senator Bailey is 
Chairman; Civil Service, of which Senator Vest 
is Chairman; of the Tenth Census, of which 
Senator Pendleton is Chairman. The Commit- 
tee ot the Freedmen’s Bank, of which Senator 
Bruce is Chairman, meets in a room titted up ia 
a Government building some distance from the 
Capitol. 


CENSUS SUPERVISORS. 

The appointment of the 150 Supervisors of 
the Census may produce some hard feeling. 
The President, who has the appointing power, 
bas decided to appoint the list which will be 
bande! him by Superintendent Walker; but 
the nominations must be confirmed by the Sen- 
ate, and, should the selections made by Gen.

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

On Monday next, under the call of the States, 
Mr. Page will offer a resolution in the House 
calling upon the President, if not incompatible 
with the public interest, to inform the House of 
the condition of the negotiations with the 
Chinese Government in relation to a modifica- 
tion of the Burlingame treaty, which will ena- 
ble Congress to legislate agains: Chinese im- 
migration without disturbance to the friendly 
relations existing between the two Govern- 
ments.

FRANCE. 
THER SITUATION IN FRANCE. 
Lonpon, Dec. 2.—A correspondent at Paris, 
discussing the statement of the Journal des 
Debats, that the Ministry cannot possibly enter- 
tain a scheme for framing a program for its 
acceptance, says: ‘This is the only possibie 
course open to the Cabinet after the unexpected 
attitude assumed by the majority. Nobody will 
de able to comprehend how a majority so stroug 
as that of the present Chamber of Deputies, on 
which the Government bas been leaning for ten 
months, can declare that it will not support this 
very Cabinet except ou the condition of framing 
a program and imposing this on it, for every 
individual Deputy has the right of submitting.

Waddington, President of the Coun- 
cil and Minister of Foreign Affairs, complained 
of this course, and proceeded to declare that 
Ministerial questions should not be raised by 
unmeaning programs drawn uo in private con- 
ventions, but openiv in the tribune. A truce to 
the poliey of meetings and newspaper-articles, 
he said, would be to the interest of the Govern- 
ment, Parliament, and to the country.

THE PARNELL AGITATION. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 2.—The interest in the Parnell 
agitation remains unabated throughout Ireland. 
Public attention at present is being chiefly point- 
ed to Parnell’s Liverpool speech, which is regard- 
ed as a direct and bold challenge to the Engtish 
Government to arrest him if they dare. The 
speech being delivered in Engiand, Parnell 
would be tried by an Engiish jury and an Eu- 
glish Judge. It is pointed out that Davitt, 
Daly, and Killen use no more seditious lan- 
guage. But the use of stich language is de- 
fended by Varnell’s friends by refer- 
ence to precedents in Irish history, 
such as the measures taken in 
1782. In Government circles, apparently, but 
little importance is attached to the agitation, 
though it is felt necessary to assert the su- 
premacy of the law by the arrest of those in- 
citing their followers to deeds of riolence, 
The Government believes Parnell’s friends are 
working entirely for political purposes. Their 
claims are considered out of the question, as 
the Government cannot force landlords. to give 
up their estates. | 

“Suppose,” said a Government official to the 
correspondent yesterday, “that the land were 
given up to the peopie to-morrow, there would 
be a new race of landlords in a month.

OEE HORS Praia 
Starvation in Germany. 

The failute of the potato-crop in Europe will 
nowhere cause greater hardship than in some 
parts of Germany. Last spring the German 
newspapers were full of startiing descriptions 
of people sufferitig for want of food in the for- 
est rezion of Spessart. While the Government 
Was expending enormous sums u tortiflea- 
tions and soldiery, official investigations re- 
vealed the fact that over three-fourths of all 
the inbabitants of the Spessart district were ia 
pitiable destitution. A leading journal of Ger- 
many said of this impoverished population: 
‘* They are barely able to maintaié a wretehed 
existence from one potato-crop to the other, 
and a single failure of this crop reduces them to 
the most abject want, even in times when there 
is no such general industrial depression as at 
present exists.” A commiselén, ditected by 
the Government to examine into the correct- 
ness of the newspaper reports, found in the hab- 
itations ot this impoverished population “no 
bread, no no salt. It was a popula- 
tion on whose faces the shadow of starvation 
lowered, and who brooded in speechless dis- 
tress, their courage gone, and already too weak 
to work.“ Ip one village it was reported that 
wild hogs that haa been buried were dug up 
and eaten. Greater than even this and more 
widely diffused must the suffering be auring the 
coming year, unless means of relief are prompt- 
ly provided.

An Awful Outrage Perpetrated 
upon a Detroit Lady 
Yesterday. 


The Prosecution Strikes a Lead 
in the Hayden Murder 
Case, 


* Witness Testifies to the Pris- 
oner’s Intimacy with 
the Girl, 


And His Probably Being the Last Per- 
son Who Saw Her Alive. 


Some of the Advantages Arising from At- 
tending Texan Dancing Parties. 


A HORRIBLE OUTRAGE, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. ‘ 

Drrnorr, Mich., Dec. 2.-gA horrible outrag 
was perpetrated this afternoon on the wife of 
atruckman named Hartwell, residing in a re- 
spectable neighborhood in a thick! y-settled por- 
tion of the city. The story, as related to the 
police by the husband of the victim, is to the 
effect that this afternoon a burly negro entered 
bis house without stopping to ring the bell, and 
bolted into the kiteben, where his wife was 
washing clothes. The man apvlogized for en- 
tering unannounced, and then asked if she 
wished to purchase any matches or bluing, at 
the same time laying down a sachel be was car- 
rying. Mrs. ‘Hartwell, who is quite dimin- 
utive, weighing less than 100 pounds, re- 
pled in. the negative, at the same 
time going to the stove. The 
black fiend followed, and, as he aporoached, 
asked her how much she weighed. Of course 
she became indignant, and told him it was none 
of bis business. Without uttering another 
word the man seized her in his arms, and, 
clasping one hand over her mouth, bare 
her to an adjoining room, and, laying 
her on a bed, brutally outraged her. Owing to 
ber slight physique the woman was unable to 
resist successfully. She fonght heroically in 
defense of her bonor, but the brute succeeded 
in accomplishing his purpose and fleeing from 
the house. The outrage was committed so 
quietly that none of the neighbors 
learned of it at the time. When 
Hartwell came home to supper he found his 
wife in convulsious. Not koowing the cause he 
summoned physicians, who attended her. Not 
until the marks made by the ruffian’s hands on 
the throat and limbs of his victim were found 
did the husband suspect that she had been as- 
saulted. As soon as me woman could copverse 
she told her husband the story of the 
crime, at the same time giving a minute descrip- 
tion of her assailant. Hartwell, on learning of 
the affair, became frenzied, and, gathering 
about him a number of teilow-truckmen living 
in the vicinity, they swore to do no more work 
until they bad captured whe g¢illain and meted 
out to him his just deserts. ‘The police are also 
actively searching for the perpetrator of the

HAYDEN. 
Special Diswateh to The Tribune 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 2.— u the Hayden 
trial to-day the prosecution virtually succeeded 
in connecting Hayden with the erime by show- 
ing a powerful motive for him to perpetrate it. 
After bis victira’s discharge from her ewploy- 
ment and return home, she repeatedly declared 
to her sister her intention to see Hayden and 
request him to devise some means to con¢eal 
her shame. These declarations were admitted 
in evidence, and others showing her agreement 
to theet bim at a secluded piace in the woods on 
the afternoon of the murder, to whicn he lured 
her with the statement that he had pro- 
cured and would give her medicine to pro- 
eure an ‘abortion. Another strong plece 
of evidence produced was a letter, written by 
thé giri to her half-sister two days before her 
return, inclosing one to Hayden with the request 
that it be handed to him secretly, and that all 
knowledge of the matter be concealed from her 
father. This letter was not received until after 
Mary nad returned home, and she then took 
and destroyed the Hayden letter, with the ex- 
planation that she would see him personally. 
She went to his house three times the fellowing 
day, and in the afternoon had a confidential talk 
with him. He went to Middletown early the fol- 
lowing morning, and returulng about noon stopped 
at the girl’s bouse and made arrangements to 
meet her in the woods two hours later. At the 
hour appointed she left. the house, taking a tin 
pail under pretext of gathering biackberries, 
and she was killed in the woods. Wuness fur- 
ther testified that just before leaving the_ house 
(and probably the last words addressed to any 
member of ber tamily were to ber), the witness 
in the privacy of their bed-chamber said that 
sne Was going to keep her appointment. 

Hayden’s counsel fought the declarations of 
which the foregoing is a synopsis at eve ry point, 
and upon almost every interrogatory a ruling 
from the Court was demanded. The principal 
ruling of the day by Chief-Justice Park was 
substantially to the effeet that testi- 
mony is clearly admissible which shows 
avy declaration by a person just before proceed- 
ing to perform any act which is subsequently 
actually performed. Such a declaration, he held, 
may be considered asa part of the act itself, 
and is therefore admissible if evidence of the 
act is admissfble. The defense will subject wit- 
ness toa long and sharp cross-eramination to- 
morrow, for her testimony is very damaging to 
the accused clergyman, and it is essential that 


it be broken if practicable. It furnishes the 
connecting link of the whole chain of circum- 
stantial evidence udon which the prosecution is 
forced to rely. This witness alone was able to 
testify to declarations by the victim that Hayden 
was her seducer. She had made sim lar declara- 
tions to her employer, a Mrs. Studley. They 
were ruled out in the prelimivary trial before a 
Justice last year, and Mrs. Studiey having died 
recently her testimony was lost to the State 
other than as given at that trial. 

The great length of the present trial has been 
the subject of frequent comment, and the de- 
fense has repeatedly intimated that the State 
was neediess!iv vrolonging it. Counsel for the 
State, upom such au intimation being again 
made, hit back sharply. They stated that a 
careful computation showed that the State had 
occupied but forty-four hours, or about six days 
of the ordinary sessions, in putting in testimony 
in chief, while the defense had consumed 150 

or nearly twenty days, with their cross- 
examinations. 

It is expected that the State will conclude its 
testimony it chief this week.

AWAKENING TO THEIR DANGER. 
Although the Eastern trunk lines appointed 
three arbitrators at a salary of $10,000 esch 
pearly u year ago, in order to settle ali the dis- 
puted questions between the roads from the 
various points and assist in making the east- 
pound freicht - pool a success, yet the arrange- 
ment is in no better condition than it was at the 
time these higb-priced officials were appointed. 
Thus far the pool has been in working order 
from Chicago and St. Louis only, and the ar- 
rangement for these was made without the aid 
ot the arbitrators. In spite of the arbitrators’ 
aid, it has been impossible to get the roads from 
other Western points to agree upon percentages, 
and the arbitrators to whom the difficul- 
ties have deen referred for adjudication 
have done nothing, except to bear ar- 
qaments of interminable length. Chicago 
bas suffered severely on account of tue 
competition from Peoria and other Western 
soints, and there is much dissatisfaction on ac 
sount of this among the roads centering in this 
sity. Threats are being freely mace that if the 
-oads from other points are not soon brought to 
terms and made to comply with the provisions 
of the peoling arrangement there will be a row 
that may result jn the breaking up of the whole 
arrangement. Quite an opposition to arbitrators 
and pool commissioners has lately manifested 
itself, it being claimed that they are recéiving 
immense salaries for the sole purpose of med- 
diing with the affairs of roads about the require- 
mente of which tbey have the least comprehen- 
sion. The beliefis becoming more general every 
day that the East-bound pool was 
the creation of Gould and Vanderbilt, 
for the sole purpose of bringing the Western 
trunk lines under subjection, in order to carry 
out their schemes and designs. Had the roads 
deen competing against each other as formerly, 
the Gould syndicate would never have been suc- 
cessiul in gctting control of the principal West- 
ern roads. The deveiopments during the last 
two weeks, by which the conspiracy of the 
Gould and Vanderbilt combination to force the 
business of Chicago into more Sou bwestern 
channels has come to light, have opened the 
eyes of the managers of the Chicago roads to 
their danger, and they are beginning to talk of 
an apti-Gould and Vanderbilt combination that 
will enable them to compete successfully 
against their rivals, and keep up Chicago's 
superiority as the principal Western railroad cen- 
tre. The managers of nearly all the Chicago roads 
are now in the East. Mr. Albert Keep, of the 
Northwestern, and Mr. Hugh Riddle and R. R. 
Cable, of the Island, left forthe East a few 
days ago. Mf. J. C. McMullin, of the Alton, 
and Mr. C. E. Perkins, of the Burlmgton, left 
tor the same destination Monday evening. This 
trip is believed to de for the purdose of con- 
sulting with the Directors of their lines about 
the future policy to be pursued. None of the 
Western lines from Chicago are friendly to 
Gould, and none of them have anything to ex- 
pect from him. He tried to get control, a 
counle of years ago, of the North- 
western and Rock Island, and managed 
to get and some of his 
friends into their Directories, but such opposition 
was evinced towards him that he has not been 
able to retain the foothold he then gaired. It 
is believed that this opposition has been the 
prime factor in his determination to establish 
new lines around Chicago, and thereby punisn 
it. The Alton Road showed the same spirit 
when Gould tried to gather it in a short time 
ego, and has cast its lot with the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe. ‘The Burlington has always 
been fighting Gould, and is now and always has 
been controlled by Boston people, who also 
own the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe. If these 
four powerful corporations make common cause 
with the Boston syndicate that controls the Atch- 
ison, Topeka & Santa Fe. sever their connection 
with the Vanderbilt pool and make a common 
fight, neither Gould nor Vanderbilt will be able 
40 do much harm to the interests of this city. 
That the Gould-Vanderbilt combination fears 
such an Outcome is best shown by their efforts 
to keep the Chicago roads from sevcring their 
connection with the East-bound pool until they 
have got them completely boxed up. They are 
Going all they can to conciliate, and have prom- 
ised through their mouthpiece and business 
manager, Commissioner Fink, to see to it that 
the business from Peoria and other Westerr 
points is pooled on the same basis as the traffic 
from Chicago. The arbitrators bave given no- 
tice now that they will be at Peoria next 
week to hear arguments in regard to 
the division of business from that point 
in order to be enabled to decide upon percent- 
ages. After getting through their work at 
Peoria they will go to the other Western points 
“have not vet pooled their business, and 
take similar action. It is the hope of all those 
that wish well to Chicago that the managers 
now in New York will not allow themselves to 
be seduced any longer by the blandisuments of 
Gould and Vanderbilt, but will at once deciare 
their independence from Fink's pool, no matter 
what promises are held out to them, and jointly 
make war upon the Gould-Vanderbilt combina- 


. tion, and thus save themselves from being de- 


vyoured or ruined by these wily schemers.

IN THE SUPREME COURT.

. Wasmincron, D. C., Dec. 2.—{n the Suoreme 
Cour tof the United States to-day the case of 
Hinckley vs. The Gilman, Clinton & Springfield 
Railroad Company, appealed from the Southern 
District of Illinois, was argued by G. W. Ker- 
etinner for appellant, and R. Biddle Roberts 
for appellee. The facts briefly stated are that

Af@rwards the foreclosure 
suit was removed to the Federal Court 
of the proper district. in which the 
ease so removed the Federal Court pro- 
ceeded to ‘order Hinckley to render 
his fina! account, and fired his compensation as 
the Receiver of the State Court. Upon these 
facts counsel for appellant ordered: (1) That the 
removal of the foreclosure suit did not take ap- 
peilant, whose Receivership had been discharged, 
within the jurisdiction of the Federal Court for 
any purpose. (2) That the compensation of a 
Receiver must be fixed by the court appointing 
and discharging the Receiver. (3) That the funds 
received by the Receiver in the Kellv case, prior 
to possession by the Tr did not be- 
lone to them under the trust-deed. 
(4) That tbe foreclosure and sale ended 
the Trusteeship, and afterwards they had no 


standing iv Court as the representatives of the 


bonds appearing to have been satisfied by the 
sale. Counsel for the Trustees, on the con- 
trary, insist: (1) The foreclosure suit being 
rightiy removed, such removal carried with it, 
as an incident, jurisdiction over the Receiver 
and his accounts, and that the question of re- 
moval was not before this Court and could not 
be the main case, not baving been appealed; (2) 
the items of the accounts and the liability of 
the Receiver were argued.

HOT SHOT FOR CENTRAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
New York, Dec. 2.—Simon Sterne, counsel 


of the Chamber of Commerce before the Rail- 


road Investigation Committee, vigorously re- 


plied to-day to the arguments of Chauncey M. 
Depew, the New York Centrai’s counsel. In 
the course of his warm remarks he said, as 


‘to the charge that a communistic spirit had 


taken possession of the Chamber of Commerce in 


insisting that the railways of New York shal! 


do justice to New York City, the speaker had 
ouly to read the names appended to this 
call to vverwhelm Mr. Depew with 
confusion. “If,” he continued, “ people were 
not compelled pass vice ensconced in comfort 
and luxury beyond the power of law to reach 
them, there would be a deal less of the Com- 
munistic spirit than exists now. It seems to 
me the sight of Gould obtaining control of 
leading and all affiliated lines from 
New York to San Francisco, affiliating him- 
self with the leading and best citizens of New- 
York and throughout the country, with a career 
as well known as that of Robin Hood—that, I 
say, is what creates a Communistic spirit of re- 
bellion and honest indignation in the spirit of the 
peopie.”” The cool audacity of Mr. Depew’s 
statement that the reports ot the State En- 
gineer were shown to be correct was monu- 
mental. The utterly fietitious character of the 
construction account of the New York Central 
was developed before this committee by Mr. 
Robertson’s testimany. The speaker 
read extensively from the testi- 
mony to show there was annually 
prepared for the State Engineer a cooked ac- 
count on the part of the Central, in which was 
included a pretended credit of miilions of dol- 
lars each year to construction which never took 
place, but was the mere writing of watered cap- 
ital into watered construction account in order 
to balance the books. 

The testimony in relation to the charge of the 
Chamber of Commerce that individual citizens 
in this State are given special privileges and 
rates out of proportion to those charged the 
public in general, was simply overwhelming. 
Six thousand cases of special contracts as to 
local traffic alone in a year were revealed 
in the case of the Central Railroad. This was 
but a system of bribery on ove hand, and cajol- 
ery and successful effrontery on the other, 
which between them crusbed out honest toil. 
It was but the building up of monopo- 
lies, the destruction of small tradesmen 
grinding taxation for the one and 
profit to the other. This trifle of 
6.000 special rates did not deter Mr. Depew 
from saying there were none. For him to admit 
that special rates had been made would be to 
place himself in direct contradiction to Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s statement over his own sigusture. 

Mr. Sterne argued at length in tavor of a pro 
rata law. 


PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD.

PRLaDELTRIA, Pa., Dec. 2.—The closing 
hour on the Stock Exchange was enlivened by a 
report that the Pennstivania Railroad Com pa- 
ny had stepped in asa purchaser for its own 
stock and would take an odd 9,149 shares held 
by the .Commissioners of the sinking 
fund. with the understanding that the remaining 
50,000 would be neld subject to their order. It 
is now understood that the Company is not con- 
tent with any half-way measures, and that an 
offer bas been made to the Commissioners to 
take the whole amount of stock held 
by the city at par. All action up to 
this point has been official, but there 
s little doubt that the arrangement will be 
consummated. The advantage of such a bar- 
gain to the stockholders must be patent, for 
the Company bas asurplus on hand quite suf- 
ficient to enable it to make the payment with- 
out inconvenience, and private holders could 
be confident that the stock would 
never de placed upon the market 
at any time when it was likely to break the 

rice. Besides that, it would place three more 

irectorships at the disposal of the stockholders 
at the next annua! meeting in March, only 
three months hence. It need hardly 
be said that if the arrangement were 
consummated no attempt would be made 
to displace the citv Directors who have proved 
themselves efficient members of the Board prior 
to the election, and itis more*tban likely that 
at the time of the annual meeting the choice of 
the councils woula be indorsed by the 
stockholders, and Mesers. Elkins, Fox, 
and McManes ___ re-elected upon the 
general ticket. Mr. Cochran, who 
has been ill for some time, is at Atlantic City, 
but the Sinking Fund Commission will doubt- 
less take up the matter at an eariy day and dis- 
pel the uncertainty now attending the dispo- 
sition of the city’s stock. This was the most 
active stock on the Board to-day, and closed at 
50, 1 per cent above par. 
NOT DEPRIVED OF CONNECTIONS. 

Col. Joseph L. Stephens, an intimate friend 
and admirer of Jay Gould, and a Director in the 
Missouri Pacific, is given as authority for the 
statement that Jay Gould does not control 
now, and will not be able to get control of, 
the Missouri, Kansas & Teras Rail- 
road. [be floating stock of this road. 
Mr. Stephens says, is owned by a few 
individuals. The first-mortgage bonds, which 
control the road, ate owned in Germany, and 
are not upon the market, nor is there any proba- 
bility that they will be. No man can get con- 
trol of the road without obtaining them, and 
Gould has made, to his knowledge, no effort to 
get hold of them.” 

As the Buriiugton Road owns a majority of 
the stock of this road beid in this country, it is 
safe to say that it will be able to virtually con- 
trol this property, as the German bondholders 
will certainly prefer to cast their lot with the 
Boston capitalists than with Jay Gould. This 
shows that the Burlington has not been entirely 
cut off from Missouri River connections and 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, although 
Gould is reported to have obtained control of 
the Hannibal & St. Joe and the Kansas 
Cr, St. Joe & Council Biuffs. It 
hbuve an excellent and short line to 
Kansas City by using the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas from Hannibal to Higbee and the Chi- 

& Aiton from Higbee to Kansas City.

CHURCH AND SCHOOL. 


Statement of Archbishop Williams in the 
Boston Public and Parochial Schools Case 
Liberty of Action, Sabject to the Disci- 
pline of the Priest. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, Dec. 2.—The long-promised state- 
ment by Archbishop Williams in regard to pub- 
lic and parochial schools is made public to- 
night. It is disappointing, for, while he 
advocates liberty of action on the part of 
parents in providing for the  educa- 
tion of their children, he allows priests to 
hold the terrors of the Church over those 
who do not actin accordance with their de- 
sires. Father Scully has to this extent the 
sanction of the Archbishop, and upon the 
strength of it he will no doubt continue the 
aggressive and brutal intolerance with which he 
precipitated this controversy upon the public 
attention. The Archbishop says: “In case 
of decided and persistent difference of opinion 
arising between the pastor and parent, the mat- 
ter must de referred to the decision of the 
Bishop, which decision will govern the conduct 
of both pastor and parent. Any priest, how- 
ever, hearing confessions in the private trib- 
unal ok penauce is free in the 
exercise of bis faculties in this as in all other 
cases to give or witbhold absolution, guided by 
the disposition of the penitent, and his own 
judgment and discretion, and his knowledge of 
the facts and principles involved. Parents 
who, for good and sufficient reasons, omit 
to send their children to the psrochial 
school, but otherwise secure for them efficient 
religious instructions, may, if well disposed, be 
admitted to the sacraments. No priest has the 
right, save in the rare and exceptional cases of 
public scandalous sinvers, to publicly re- 
fuse any of the sacraments of the 
church to any Catholic apolyine for 
the same. Excommunication, also public dennn- 
ciation of individuals or desigatned classes, is 
strictly forbidden to all priests of the diocese in 
this as in all other cases. If such severe cen- 
sures are ever to be inflicted it belongs to the 
office of the Bishop to judge and act in the 
matter.“ 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 2.—An official statement 
has been made concerning the recent ‘utterance 
of Archbishop Williams, of this diocese, made 
at a meeting of the Catholie clergy of Boston, 
with regard to Catholic schools. The subject 
has been for some days a matter of rather ex- 
tended comment. and it has been deemed nec- 
essary to give a correct statement to ‘he public. 

At the assemblage referred to ihe Archbishop 
urged that, whenever practicable, Catholic 
schools should be established in every parish, 
and, as far as possible, made equal to the pub- 
lic schools. They are regarded as practicable 
where their establishment and support would 
not create serious financial embarrassment or 
impose too grievous a burden on the resources 
of the faithful. Im the absence of guitable 
Catholic schools, parents sending their children 
to the public schools rather than allow them 
to grow up illiterate, should make it a matter 
of conscience to take due precautions against 
the dangers of such schools, and attend dili- 
gentiv to the instruction of the children in the 
Christian doctrive out of school hours. In this 
connection the Archbishop read from the in- 
structions sent to Bishops of the United States 
through the Roman Propaganda in a document 
dated Nov. 34, 1875, and printed in some papers 
iu this country soon after its reception. Con- 
sidering the document in question, and with 
reference to circumstances where Catholic par- 
ents may with safe conscience send their chil- 
dren to public schools (where the danger being 
made remote sufficient cause exists), such cause 
would commonly exist where there is no Cath- 
olic school at hand, or where that which is 
accessible is little suited to educate 
children properly or suitable te their 
condition iu life, the Archbishop said: *‘ In case 
of decided and persistent difference of opinion 
arising between pastor and parent as to the suf- 
ficiency alleged, the matter must be referred to 
the decision of the op, whose decision will 
govern the conduct of both pastor and parent. 
Parents who for good and sufficient reasons 
omit to send their children to the parochial 
school, but otherwise secure for them efficient 
religious instruction, may, if well disposed, be 
admitted to thesacraments. No priest has the 
right, save in rare and exceptional! cases of pub- 
lic scandalous sinners, to publicly refuse any of 
the sacraments of the Church to any Catholic 
reasonably applying for the same. Excom- 
munication, also public denunciation of individ- 
uals or designated classes, is strictly foroidden 
to all priests of the diocese in this aa in all other 
cases. 


THE CERAMIC ART. 


Meeting at Cincinnati Yesterday of the 
Potters“ Association of the United States 
—Gratifyiog Evidences of the Growth of 
This Industry—The Old Prejudice Against 
American Ware a Thing of the Past. 

Snecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Cincinnati, O., Dec. 2.—The sixth annual 

Convention of the Potters’ Association of the 

United States beld its opeving session to-day at 

the Gibson House, in this city, with President 

Joho Hart Brewer, of Trentcn, N. J., in the 

chair. About 100 manufacturers were present, 

representing all the leading centres of the 
industry. The examination of credentials of 
delegates, appointment of committees, and 
other routine business, occupied the day. The 

reading and discussion of Secretary George W. 

Oliver's report was the only interesting feature 

of the proceedings. The following are the lead- 

ing points of the report, which was the 
subject of considerable discussion: The past year 
bas been an eventful one in the history 
of the ceramic art in this country. Never before 
bave more rapid advances been made in any 
department of industry. Additions and im- 
provements have been made to nearly every 
pottery in the United States. Several new 
ones have been built, and others are soon 
to be erected. Each manufacturer has 
scemed determined to succeed, and, bending all 
energies to that end, the result has been a suc- 
cess far surpassing our most sanguine anticipa- 
tions. Withincreased knowledge has come in- 
creased power, and the result may be seen in 
the quality and beauty of our productions, 
which are rapidly taking rank with 
the best products of other lands, and the old 
prejudice against American ware is now nearly 

a thing of the past. Especially in the decorative 

department has the improvement been marked. 

The demand for this class of goods has rapidiy 

increased, and American artists bave succeeded 

in producing results never before accomplished 
in this country. Some of the lady artists of 

Cincinnati are fast gaining a National reputa- 

tion for their beautiful Work. We need in this 

country more art-schools. The success of 
our industrial and commercial iaoter- 
ests depends largely upon this. A _ culti- 
vation of taste and a love of art would 


create a demand for wares of ahigher artistic 
order, and thus build up au iodustry which 
might in time rival the most beautiful produc- 
tious of Europe. This holds good not only in 
the ceramic but in every department of indus- 
trial art. 

As to prices, tne Secretary said: “One of 
two things is very evident, we must ei her re- 
duce the cost of manufacture or advance our 
prices. The latter, under the circumstances, 
would seem avery sensible thing to do. la 
conclusion, 1 would say it is evident the pottery 
industry in the United States bas 
takea root, never to be 
overthrown by any power whose interest it is 
to keep the growth aud increase of manulact - 
ures in the United States in check. The import- 
ance of this branch of manufacture cannot be over 
estimated. It is particulariy an American indus- 
try. We have ali the natural resources and 
facilities for extending the business to an al- 
most unlimited extent, not only supplying our 
own market, but, in time, in common with other 
American produets, of fluding markets ia every 
quarter of we globe.

An Important Acquisition by the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad—it Obtains Posses- 
sion of the Mobile 4 Nashville Line, the 
3 Link of the Whole Southern Sys-

New Tonk, Dec. 8—3 a. m.—The Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad, after making vari- 
ous railroad combinations over the extreme 
South, has at last acquired control of the Mo- 
bile & Mongomery. The through business of 
the Louisville & Nashville was hampered by 
competitive lines running into Montgomery. 
The Richmond air-line advertised to 
run trains from New Yerk to New 
Orleans in fifty-seven and « half bours, six 
hours better than could be made by apy other 
route, and the Mobile & Montgomery was not 
disposed to accommodate the Louisville & 
Nashville at the expense of the line via 
Atlanta consequently at last. All throug busi- 
ness had to be done jointly with the 
Chicago, St. Louis & New Orleans Rall 
road, with which direct connection 
was made at Milan. President Standiford 
and Vice-President H. Victor Newcomb have 
paid several visits to New York in the last two 
months for the purpose of remedying the dis- 
crimination against the through business of 
the road. Most of the stock of the Louisville 
& Nashville is held bere, and most of the 
New York stockholders were in favor of making 
an arraugement with the Mobile & Montgomery. 
Tais was thought hazardous, and the plan was 
proposed to secura a friendly interest in the 
“Mobile & Montgomery by obtaining mu- 
tual control of the road in perpetuity. 
There is no lease or sale, but arrangements 
were completed laet week dy which the 
same interest controls both roads. The 
compact has been kept strictly secret; 
and the only evidence of the tacit understand- 
ing bas been a decline of 10 points in the 
stock of the Chicago, St. Louis & New Orleans 
Railroad. One of the principal officers 
the Louisville & Nashville Company; said to- 
day that his road ig now iu possession of 370 
miles of main track, from Louisville to 
Mobile.

The Great Municipal Pageant, the 
Lord-Mayor’s Show. 


Demonstrations of Hostility Against the 
Retiring Lord Mayor, 


The Show from a Histerical Point of View~- 
Notable Gccasions in the Past. 


Special Correspondence of The Tridwne. 

Loxbox, Nov. 14.—The Lord Mayor's Show, 
which took plece on Monday last, was a partial 
attempt to revive the olden splendors of this 
great civic festival. It was also a remarkable 
pageant in one other particular, having been 
made the occasion of a hostile demonstration 
towards the outgoing Lord Mayor, perhaps unpre- 
eedented in the annuals ot municipa) politics. From 
the time that the great procession left the Guſid- 
hall till its arrival at Westiminster,—as equally 
ou its return ‘rom Westminster to the City,— 
the thousands along the line of march exvressed 
in every possible manner, not overstepping the 
law, their contempt for the unfortunate man 
whose Mayoralty has just closed. Indeed. this 
demonstration was expected beiorehand, 
and it was considered necessary to have 
Sir Charles Whetham’s coach guarded by 
a force of police, to prevent violence being done 
to the venerable but indiscreet old codger 
whose days of trouble, from an official point of 
view, are now happily over. 
HISSES, GROANS, AND CONTEMPTUOUS CHEERS 
were the greetings that the populace gave to 
their chief. Abortive attempts to pelt him 
with flour-bags and rotten fruit were by no 
means uncommon; and guys and effigies were 
freely thrust beneath his nose as his carriage 
passed along the streets. The reasons of this 
bostile demonstration are too local in color for 
me to take notice of them here. If I say that, 
in nearly every act during bis yéar of office, the 
late Lord Mayor made conspicuous mistakes, 
both of omission and of commission, and that 
in consequence he became unpopular, I have 
covered the ground sufficiently explicitly. It 
was written of James I. that be never saida 
foolish thine or did a wise onc; but, of the 
Lord Mayor of London for 1879, it would be no 
more than the truth to say that what he 
said was as foolish as what he 
did, There is a ciassical 
which tells us it is hard to be a good man; and 
experience shows that it is by no means easy to 
de a good Lord Mayor. Without taking up an 
offensive parable, to put it delicately, one might 
say that the Mayoralty which has just come to 
an end has illustrated this truth very strikingly. 

Historically, the Lord Mayor’s Show, or, in 
other words, the procession—of which the lead- 
ing City officials, including the Lord Mayor- 
elect, his predecessor, the Common Sergeant, 
the Town Clerk, the Remembrancer, the Lord 
Mayor’s Chaplain, Mace and Swora Bearers, 
and the various Civic Companies, constitute the 
‘solid’ portions—which passes through Lon- 
don to Westminster when the Lord Mavor is 
sworn into office, is extremely interesting. From 
a purely antiquarian point of view, the store of 
information is pretty nearly inexbaustible. The 
modern pageant is 

THE SOLITARY SURVIVAL 

of a vast number of similar things which bad 
their birth, existence, and I might almost say 
death, in an age so remote that it extends back 
even beyond legal memory. In ancient and 
medieval times the theory and practice of tri- 
umphbs were familiar to everybody. And for- 
merly this annua) pageant rivaled in magnifi- 
cence and costiv splendor the court-masques of 
which now naught survives Dut the tradition. 

The first account of the Lord-Mayor’s Show 
known to bave been written was on the inauga- 
ration of Sir Walstone Dirie, on the 29th of 
October, 1585. Oo that occasion, as was then 
customary, we are told there were dramatic 
representations of am allegorical character iu 
the procession. Children were dressed to per- 
sonily the City, Magnanimity, Science, Royalty, 
the untry, and the River Thames; and 
there was 4 generous sprinkling of  sail- 
ors, soldiers, and nyaphs in tne cortege. 
One of the dest of the great Shows 
was in the year 1702. Allegory, which had 
ever been a favorit with Masters of the Kevels 
in making up their spectacies, was then cou- 
spieuously used to add to the impressiveness of 
the procession. It certainly must bave puzzled 
the crowd for what its inspirations attempted to 
realize; for it happened that that year the Lord 
Mayor was a member of the Vintners’ Company, 
and the patron saint of that worshipful guild is 
St. Martin. Accordingly, To the great sur- 
prise of the British public, St. Martin took his 
place in the procession, and, from time to time, 

DIVIDED HIS CLOAK WITH THE BEGGARS, 
who must have wished the Vintners’ Company 
would always suppiy the City with its annual 
chief.“ Another important feature of this show 
was the representation of an Indian galleon 
rowed by Bacchanals, with Bacchus himself on 


board. 

But the City pageants of “ye olden time“ 
did not occur from year to year witbout inter- 
ruption. back to 1 we find that the 
Puritanism of the Cromwellian era had put a 
stop to them entirely, and for fourteen vears up 
to that date there were no festivais. mund 
Gayton wrote the description of the one 
for that year, and in his account gives usa 
glimpse of the far-reaching reputation which 
the Show more than two centuries 
ago, when, he says, Our metropolis for these 
pageants was as famous and renowned in for- 
eign nations as for ite faith, wealth, and valor.“ 
Orpheus, Pan, and the Satyrs figured in the pro- 
cession of 1657; and, in the one two years after, 
a European, an Egyptian, and a Persian were 
personated. The Restoration witnessed the re- 
turn of the City Shows in ali cheir former 
grandeur; and every year the veracious chroni- 
clers, wi:h true journalistic instinct, even though 
they lived before the day of benny newspapers 
aud the era of special correspondents, reported 
that their Shows surpassed all others in beauty 


and extent.

SOUTHERN DISHONESTY. 

A letter from New Orleans, which appeared 
recently in the New York Times, shows 
clearly the injustice of the charges preferred 
againt the late carpet-bag government of 
Louisiava by the White-League Democracy. 
All the misfortunes of the people of that 
State were boldly attributed to the alleged 
raseality and corruption of the Kzzrioce 
regime. The best Democrats in Louisiana 
charged that the people were taxed beyond 
endurance, and that the taxes were grossly 
misapplied; that property-holders were 
ruthlesly robbed, their estates practically 
confiscated, and their families driven into 
the streets to beg or starve. The decline in 
prices of real property was attributed to the 


evil influence of carpet-bag rule; every mis- 


fortune was charged to the “ nigger” vote. 
Badical Democrats and Conservative Demo- 
crats united in declaring that the one condi- 
tion of returning prosperity was a return to 
power of the intelligence and wealth of the 
State the native and the best.” Restore 
us to power, said they, and taxation shall be 
reduced, squandering shall cease, the value 
of property shall be restored to its old fig- 
ures, business shall flourish, the credit of: 
the Commonwealth shall be  re-estab- 
lished, public water-works on a colossal 
scale shall be undertaken which will 
render a recurrence of yellow-fever epi- 
demie in New Orleans impossible, the 
school-fund shall be augmented so. that 
not only every white child, but every black 
child, may receive an education; in a word, 
Louisiana shall blossom as the rose. For 
years there was no rest from these com- 
plaints and promises. The journals of the 
South were burdened with them; every 
Northerner who visited New Orleans was 
regaled with them, and every Southerner 
traveling in the North pictured the horrors of 
carpet-bag rule in Louisiana in glowing colors, 
aud in every case the refrain was a promise 
of prosperity, peace, good will, and equal 
rights to black and white alike in the event of 
a surrender of the State Government to the 
oppressed but respectable Democracy. Well, 
the troops were withdrawn, and Nicnozis 
was inaugurated Governor of Louisiana. In 
his inaugural the new Executive depicted 
the misfortunes of carpet-bag rule. For 
nine years,” said he, a few men having no 
identification with the people of the State 
either in feeling or interest have shaped and 
controlled their destinies, The result of this 
unnatural condition of affairs has been, that, 
in spite of a rich soil, genial climate, and 
immense resources, we find the people to- 
day in wretchedness and slavery. The very 
gifts of a kind and beneficent Creator have 
served to these men as additional incentives 
to acts of oppression aud wrong.” I will 
change all this, exclaimed the upright Nron- 
oLts. Laws shall be equal and impartially 
enforced upon black and white alike. ‘‘I 
shall devote every energy to this great work 
of restoration, and it shall be a great object 
of my Administration to promote kindness, 
sympathy, confidence, and justice between 
the tino races that inhabit the soil.” 

In a letter to certain colored Senators 
Gov. Nichouxs referred to his speeches dur. 
ing the canvass, and reiterated the pledges 
therein contained to the effect that he recog- 
nized his obligation to obey and enforce not 


States, but the amendments thereto, as well 
as the Constitution of Louisiana and the 
laws thereunder. He said in conclusion: 

„Iwill use my utmost endeavors as Governor, 
and with all the influence at my command as such, 
to promote the educational and materia) interests 
of the colored people precisely to the same extent 
that I will those of the white people. it will be 
my constant aim to promote kindness, sympathy, 
eonfidence, and justice between the two races in 
the State. 

All these promises have been broken. 
Some of them . Nroworis, perhaps, tried 
to keep. But public sentiment forbade it; 
the D o party forbade; and in his 
reference 46 the Tensas massacre, where a 
score of innocent colored citizens were mur- 
dered, in his last annual message, he was 
forced to admit that he had been powerless 
to keep the peace. How has Gov. Nicaoiis 
protected colored eitizens in the exercise of 
their political rights? There is no pretense 
that they ever fail to vote the Republican 
ticket whenever an opportunity is afforded. 
But there are at least three districts in the 
State which have undisputed negro majori- 
ties of from 4,000 to 8,000 represented in 
the present Congress by White-League Dem- 
ocrats, Gov. NicHoLis promised to promote 
justice between the two races. But it is 
notorious that in certam remote parishes 
negroes have been maltreated abd robbed by 
their employers so monstrously that they 
have been driven into exile. And there is 
not a particle of evidence to show that Gov. 
NicHouis has ever made one solitary effort to 
protect the colored people against this class 
of outrages. In almost every, instance of 
oppression and outrage the negro 
employe by the white employer, a resort to 
the courts has resulted in a denial of justice. 

What has become of the free-school sys- 
tem of Louisiana? The first step of the 
Neno Government was to surrender the

So much for the political and educational 
features of Gov. Nicuoizs’ promises. What 
about the material prosperity of the State? 
It is safe to say that Louisiana is (ss pros- 
perous under Nicuouts than it was under 
Ketxoae and his fellow carpet-baggers. The 
great business revival that permeates every 


quarter of the North is entirely unfelt in 


Louisiana. Plantations go a-begging for 
purchasers at two-thirds of their value in the 
time of Kmaiode and the same is true of 
houses and stores in New Orleans.

judicious and mischievous, and could only result 
in distarbing the business and retarding return ing 
prosperity, and this House is emphatically opposed 
to any such legislation. 

Introduced as a resolution of Congress,

reflects the great bulk of public sentiment 
throughout the country. Many of the ex- 
tremists who, on the one side, favor the 
absolute retirement and cancellation of the 
greenbacks, and who, on the other side, 
believe that the National-bank notes should 
be retired and their place filled by United 
States notes, are willing to meet on the com- 
mon conservative ground of maintaining the 
status quo of the currency system for the 
present. This agreement is the natural con- 
sequence of the admirable working of re- 
sumption on the existing basis. Everybody 
is satisfied with the practical results. Con- 
fidence is restored, money is plentiful, and 
business is brisk. The Government note, 
the National-bank note, the gold dollar, and 
the silver dollar are of uniform value, and 
readily interchangeable to meet any demand 
for one or the others. This uniformity in 
value has doue away with the former embar- 
rassments of the greenback system, and no 
danger is to be apprehended for the present 
of the slightest disturbance of this admirable 
condition of the currency except that of 
legislative interference. The reopening of 
the question in any shape so soon after the 
practical settlement thereof will serve to 
give an opportunity which the demagogs 
are always seeking to renew an agitation 
that threatens party lines, diverts the popu- 
lar attention from the present real issue be- 
tween the Democrats and the Republicans, 
and affects business injuriously. 

The welfare of the Republican party, as 
well as that of the country at large, seems 
to demand an avoidance of any new contro- 
versy over the currency. There are several 
reasons for thinking so. The present satis 
factory status of the National finances is the 
result of Republican conservatism and stead- 
fastness, and the Republican party should 
be content with what it has accomplished. 
It is not possible to hold the party in any 
radical departure in regard to the cur- 
rency; the differences that undoubtedly 
exist have been harmonjzed by the ex- 
cellent results of a resumption which 
has given evidence of good faith, has 
sustained and improved the Government 
credit, and at the same time has provided an 
abundant stock of money of a stable and 
uniform value commensurate with the need 
of business. The flatists have been silenced, 
and the monometalists have been forced to 
recognize the advantage of a mixed system 
of currency based upon gold and silver. 
Finally, the present Congress is not under 
the control of the Republican party, and that 
party should not voluntarily seek a responsi- 
bility without possessing the correlative 
power for shaping legislation. It should not 
undertake to originate or father schemes 
which it has not the strength to carry out ; 
the Democrats should be thrown upon their 
own resources, and the Republicans will then 
find themselves powerful enough to defeat 
any aggressive measures, either financial or 
politioal, that threaten disturbance to the 
country.

NORTHERN REPUBLICANS AT THE SOUTH. 

It is too early, of course, to determine 
what effect the speeches of Gen. Srzwarr 
L. Wooprorp have had upon the Louisiana 
campaign. His appearance and work in that 
State would hardly furnish a trustworthy 
gauge in any case, since he was the only 
Northern Republican speaker who went to 
the assistance of the Louisiana Republicans ; 
since his appearance was put in only at a 
very late day; and since it seems to be gen- 
erally conceded that the Democrats rely, at 
the last, upon their absolute control of the 
count to determine the election in their 
favor. Nevertheless it is apparent that 
Gen. Wooprond's example is worthy of imi- 
tation, and that the same frank and sensible 
speeches which he has been making in 
Louisiana will be of great assistance to the 
Southern Republicans everywhere during 
the Presidential campaign, and of great ben- 
efit to the whole country. On Sunday Tus 
Tarsune published Gen. Woopronp's speech 
delivered at New Orleans last Saturday even- 
ing, and that furnished an intelligent idea of 
the spirit in which he addressed the Southern 
people from a Northern standpoint. 

It is in the spirit indicated by such 
speeches that the final test of Southern sen- 
timent must be made. If there is any consid- 
erable class of the ex-Confederates and native 
Southerners who have abandoned the heresy 
of State-sovereignty, which includes the as- 
sumed right of secession, such language 
caanot fail to encourage them to give token 
of their convictions. If there is a genuine 
Union and National sentiment at the South, 
outside of the negroes and “‘ carpet-baggers,” 
so generous an appeal ought to bring it to the 
surface. If there is any desire among the 
Southern people to abandon ‘sectional ani- 
mosity and overcome race hatred, so manly 
an exposition of the rights of citizenship, 
without regard to ante-bellum conditions, 
should promote that desire into active ex- 
pression. The Southern conservatives who 
fret under the dictation of the Bourbon 
leaders, the business classes who long for 
the revival of prosperity that can only 
be achieved throngh a cessation of 
political rancor, and the people who must 
deprecate political outrages for humanitarian 
reasons, if no other,—all these should re- 
spond to sentiments like those which Gen. 
Wooprorp expressed. One such speaker in 
one section of the South cannot fairly indi- 
cate what may be accomplished by the hun- 
dreds of men who should go upon a similar 
mission throughout the entire Southern 
country. 

Some of the leading Republican politicians 
in Washington have expressed the opinion 
that the call for Republican speakers in the 
South is a Democratic expedient for allaying 
the Northern apprehension in regard to 
Southern sectionalism. They affect to think 
that the real purpose is toshow that Repub- 
licans may make public speeches in the 
South without personal danger, and 
that the Democrats will use this cir- 
cumstance as an. evidence that the 
Southern people have been maligned, and 
claim popular support on that ground. We 
take this to be a narrow and selfish view of 
the case. The mere toleration of Northern 
Republican speakers at the Soutb will not 
be a sufficient evidence of the abandonment 
of sectionalism. It is true that the molesta- 
tion of such missionaries would be the 
strongest possible confirmation of the theory 
of sectional hate; but the evidence of 
sectional friendship and party fairness will 
require something more than a safe conduct 
for Northern men, which the common laws 
of humanity and the common courtesies of 
hospitality demand. The proof of recon- 
ciliation to the Nation will be looked 
for in the results of the missionary 
work. If those who have no sympathy 
with the Bourbons shall thus be inspired 
with the courage of their convictions; if 
every citizen, black and white, shall there- 
after be permitted to vote freely ; if the votes 
of all shall be fairly counted; if the more in- 
telligent people of the South shall be con- 
vinced that their apprehension of Northern 
sectional animosity is a delusion; if political 
freedom be the result of such a crusade,— 
then the mission of the Republican orators 
will have been accomplished, and the reward 
will be enjoyed in the political emancipa- 
tion of an oppressed and downtrodden class. 
But there is no danger that the North will 
assume the accomplishment of all this from 
the mere fact that Northern Republican 
speakers are not actually murdered or 
mobbed; it will await the tangible evi- 
denees of the missionary work in the shape 
of fair and free elections.

ANOTHER BRANCH OF THE MONOPOLY. 

Yesterday, in commenting upon the con- 
solidation of the Vado anT and GovuLp 
interests, we referred to the gross abuse of 
public interests and public confidence by the 
railroad managers of the United States. We 
pointed out that of the $4,700,000,000 of 
capital stock and debt on which these com- 
panies profess to do business nearly one- 
half was represented by so-called capital 
stock, and that the actual debis of these 
railway companies amounted to more than 
double the value of the entire property,— 
that is, more than twice the amount needed 
to replace every mile of railway, with all the 
bridges, real estate, and other property. 
Instead of selling out these railways, as 
would be done with any other bankrupt 
corporations, and carrying on the business 
at the reduced and real value of the prop- 
erty, the people of the United States are 
taxed to pay an average of 8 per centon a 
debt twice the value of the property, and, in 
addition, are taxed to pay dividends on 
$2,250,000,000 of so-called capital stock 
which represents nothing. How long will 
this monstrous system of extortion con- 
tinue, or be tolerated by the American 
people? 

We gave also the figures of the capital 
stock and debts of Vaxpgserut’s roads, the 
New York Central, Hudson River, and 
Lake Shore, which roads constitute a trunk 
line between New York City and Chica- 
go, a distance of 900 miles. The combined 
debts and capital stocks of this combination 
amount to $217,700,000, or equal to $241,000 
per mile! The people of the country are 
taxed to pay, after paying all the operating 
expenses and the. cost of maintenance of 
these roads, 8 per cent interest and dividends 
on $241,000 per mile of the whole distance, 
The annual tax levied upon the country to 
pay interest and dividends is more than 
$19,000 per mile of the whole route. This 


annual tax is within a small fraction of being 


sufficient to build all these railways aud pur- 
chase an equal amount of all the property 
they possess. In fact, the public pay every 
year in interest and dividends on these three 
Vanpexsitt railroads substantially the whole 


extortion and robbery as this? 

We said yesterday that there were other 
railroad corporations which were practicing 
even a greater outrage than this VaNDERBILT 
route, The Union Pacific Company is even 
more infamous, That road, from Omaha to 
Ogden, is 1,084 miles long. Its stock and 
debt account stood thus on the Ist of Jan- 
uary, 1879:

Total net earnings seven years....$44, 63, 349 
The net earnings of this road during the last 
seven years have aggregated $44,663,349, while 
the total cost of the entire road, ineluding 
all ita bridges and equipments, did not exceed 
$30,000,000. The people of the country are 
taxed annually to the amount of $7,000,000 
surplus earnings to pay interest and dividends 
on a property which cost and is not now 
worth more than $30,000,000. Property 
worth only $30,000,000 is represented by a 
debt and capital stock of $121,000,000, and 
the country robbed to pay dividends thereon, 
The debt and stock is four times greater 
than the value of the road. Of tho. gross 
receipts of this Company from passengers 
and freights, over 60 per cent are net profits. 
How much longer will the American people 
submit to be thus ruled, plundered, and 
robbed by this railroad monopoly, now con- 
solidated in the hands of a few persons, and 
prepared to defeat any remedial legislation 
by Congress ? How much longer will Con- 
gress silently submit that this gigantic 
monopoly, now embracing substantially 
the whole rail transportation of the 
country, shall continue to despoil the 
productive industry of the people? The ad- 
vance by the trunk lines from the Northwest 
in the rates of freight on breadstuffs and pro- 
visions from 15 to 40 cents per 100 pounds 
has taken from the producers of the West at 
least $50,000,000 which would otherwise 
have been received by them for their 
products. These railways have literally con- 
fiscated this much of private property to pay 
interest on debts and fictitions capital stock 
at the rate of 8 per cent on from $120,000 to 
$240,000 per mile of railway. This combi- 
nation of GouLp and VaNDERBILT is an open 
declaration of war by the railroads against 
the people.

LORD BEACONSFIELD’S SPEECH. 

The recent speech of Lord Braconsrretp 
at Guildhall was certainly one of the most 
remarkable efforts for what it did not con- 
tain that have ever characterized English pol- 
ities, and all the more so that it was deliv- 
ered in the midst of an exciting political 
campaign, when people of all parties were 
anxiously looking to the Premier to give 
them some assurances where the Govern- 
ment stood upon important questions, and 
thus relieve their suspense. In the face of 
this popular anxiety, and knowing that the 
whole country was waiting to hear some 
‘* official utterance ’’ as to these important 
questions, Lord BzaconsFre_p omitted any 
reference to any one of them, and, so far as 
meeting the wishes of the people is con- 
cerned, might as well have read half a 
dozen chapters from one of his romances 
as to have delivered the platitudes which 
he did, and which have no bearing upon the 
present relations of England to the other 
Powers. Upon the most urgent of these 
questions not a single word was uttered, 
aud the next morning correspondents repre- 
sent that the press and all serious, thought- 
ful men were in arage of resentment, natu- 
rally feeling that they had been trifled with. 

When the importance of these questions is 
considered, there oan be little wonder that 
there was a strong popular protest against 
this official persiflage, and that the Liberal 
leaders, Mr. Guapstone especially, have 
seized upon it and are using it with great 
success in their appeals to the people. Lord 
BEACONSFIELD, with a great flourish‘of trump- 
ets, returned from Berlin, received an ova- 
tion from the people and the Government, 
and jubilantly declared the treaty to be the 
evidence of a peace with honor.” He 
knows, and the world knows, that this 
treaty has not been carried out, and yet he 
had not a word to say about it. The 
Danubian provinces are still in an unsettled 
condition and uncertain which way to turn 
for an alliance, Russia pressing them on the 
one hand and Austria on the other, and yet 
not a word from Lord BzaconsFietp.

Not one of 
these reforms has been executed. Not a step 
has beentaken to execute them. The Sul- 
tan has paid no mgre attention to them than 
if such a Convention had never been made, 
The British fleet has been ordered into 
Turkish waters, no one knows fer what 
purpose, and is ocruising about as 
mysteriously as the Flying Dutch- 
man, and yet not a syllable ap- 
pears in this speech on Turkish affairs, al- 
though this is the paramount question which 
is disturbing and unsettling the political 
situation in England. If Turkey were not 
in existence his silence could not be more 
profound. England has always been the 
champion of Greece, The latter withdrew 
from any participation in the war between 
Russia and Turkey, even after she had sent 
her troops into the field, upon the express 
agreement that England would secure the 
extension of territory which she desired. 
Turkey has contemptuously refused to yield 
an inch of territory, and not a single refer- 
ence to it appears in his speech. Russia is 
pushing her forces forward in Central Asia, 
creating great excitement in Persia and in 
India. Nota word about it. She is seeking 
alliances in Europe, strengthening her 
armies, fortifying her frontiers, collecting 
large amounts of war material, all of

The correspondent of the New York Times 
analyzes the motives of Lord Braconsrreip 
still further, and he arrives at the somewhat 
gloomy conclusion that England is in sore 
need of an ally and cannot find one. ‘‘In 
reality,” he writes, England is isolated; 
she has not one friend to give her a helping 
hand, and, when the chief of her Foreign 
Office was being thrilled with joy at the 
rumor of an Austro-German compact, he did 
not foresee the efforts which Russia would 
make to reweave the leagne of the three 
Emperors.” Whatever may be the cause of 
this ominous silence, it has given Mr. Guap- 
sTong and the other Liberal leaders an oppor- 
tunity for appeal to the people they are not 
slow in improving, and it is indicative of a 
change in popular sentiment that the people 
are in a temper to listen to them. 


Some of the hot-headed citizens of Milwankee 
heid a mass-meeting the other evening to de- 
nounce the management of the House of Cor- 
rection and to demand the resignation of Haase, 
the present Superintendent, and Kkywepy, who 
was the former Superintendent, but now Chief 
of Pollce.

Perhaps these gentlemen think 
it the safer method to condemn and exe- 
cute the prisoners first, to meet the demands of 
the populace, and then try them afterwards. 
No doubt but great abuses exist in that so-called 
House of Correction (!),—abuses and cruelties 
that are a disgrace to our civilization, and ought 
to be speedily abolished; but all the legal reme- 
dies ought to be exhausted first before popular 
vengeance is invoked. It is proper to state, 
and due to the law-abiding portion of the com- 
munity, that all the speakers at this “ popular 
demonstration ’’ were foreigners who have come 
over to settle things on this side of the 
Atlantic.

THE OPEN BRIDGE.

A Runaway Team Plunge inte the Abyss, 

Another disastrous bridge accident happened 
last midnight, but fortunately did not result 
in the loss of human life. A span of valuable 
borses, attached to a private-livery carriage be- 
longing to F. & H. Yott, whose stables are lo- 
cated on North Clark street near Schiller, ran 
away from in front of the Olympic Theatre, just 
after the driver, Patrick McCann, had alighted 
and several persons whom be had been conve ying 
had gotten out of the vehicle. One of the ani- 


mais was inclined to hold back, but the other 
dashed madly on toward the river, and his mate 
soon joined in the gallop. The roadway was 
clear of vehicles, with the exception of a Lin- 
colin avenue car, which had stopped when the 
bell gave the signal that the bridge would 
open, and just previeus to the rupawavs’ 
appearance. On the affrighted horses dashea 
at the top of their speed, heeding nothing on 
the way, while the carriage thumped ani rattled 
over the street. Just as the team reached the 
car, which was standing at the foot of the 
approach to the river’s edge, it. sheered out of 
the way and a coliision was avoided, but the 
horses continued forward in their mad Career, 
and rusbing wildly up the abdroach leaped into 
the river. The splash was a loud one, 
and the few persons who happened to be near at 
the moment described the scene as a startling 
and thrilling one. The horses and vehicle sank 
instantly, in about fifteen teet of water, and up to 
1 o’clock this morning no efforts had been made 
to bring the rig to the surface. The horses 
were valued at about $400 and the carriage at 
$1,000. It was reported by some persons that 
McCann had left the team standing ia front of 
the theatre while he went down into Walker’s 
saloon, but it was subsequently contradicted. 
Steps will probably be taken this morning after 
daylight\to raise the horses and carriage.

THE PRESIDENCY. 
THE DEMOCRATS AND SEYMOUR. 
Special Digpatch te The Trivune 
Wasurneron, D. C., ‘Dec. 2.—There is a 
very strong element among the Democrats of 
both Houses who are desirous of persuading 
Horatio Seymour to accept the Presidential 
nomination next year, and to secure from him 
some assurance that he will obey bis party’s 
call if the leaders conelude that he alone can 
win the battle. Such a declaration from Mr. 
Seymour, the Democrats believe, would relieve 
them from their present anxiety as to the 
future. Senator Kernan, who is Mr. Seymour’s 
townsman and intimate friend, does not 
abandon the hope that Mr. Sev- 
mour may ultimately consent to 
be a candidate, although he informed the 
writer, to-day, that just now the Governor is 
unalterable in his purpose never again to take 
partin public affairs. Mr. Kernan intimated, 
however, that the pressure on Mr. Seymour 
may yet be so powerful as to force him to suc- 
cumb, as was the case in 1868. An intimate 
friend of Hendricks says be would accept the 
Vice-Presidency on a ticket with Seymour. 
A confidential friend to S. J. Tilden, who was 
reported to have been somewhat in his cups 
last night, disclosed what seemed to be 
SOME OF TILDEN’S SECRETS. 
The following is a summary of these dis- 
closures: No one is authorized to say for Mr. 
Tilden that he is not a candidate for renomioa- 
tion by the Democracy at the next Nationa! 
Convention. About the middle of January 
next, perbaps, or the anniversary of the battle 
of New Orleans, when the loyal Jacksonian 
Democrats are wont to meet in patriotic gather - 
ing, Mr. Tilden will make known his purposes, 
whether he will claim in behalf of bis party the 
nomination for the Presidency, in justice to the 
wrong imposed upon the party, or whether he will 
retire from political life. The South will cast 
138 votes, and the nominee of the Democracy 
will carry New York, Connecticut, and New 
Jersey, the last two States supplying the fifteen 
votes that Indiana is expected to give to the Re- 
publicans. That is to say, thatif Mr. Tilden is 
again nominated, he does not care for any 
alliance with Indiana on the ground of political 
necessity. Connecticut caste Bix and New Jersey 
nine Electoral votes, which, with New York and 
the South, would give 188 votes. Mr. Tilden’s 
idea is that the Democracy can just as well con- 
centrate its force in those three Northern States, 
which are adjacent, as to scat ter its fire in States 
distant from each other. . 
SENATOR CALL, OF FLORIDA, 
said to a TRIBUNE correspondent to-day that 
the suggestion that the Legislature of bis State 
should appoint the Presidential Electors had 
been discussed as one of the things which there 
was a constitutional right for doing, but it bad 
never met with approval in any responsible 
quarter. He was asked if there was any reason 
to fear that the Democrats would not be able te 
carry Florida by a vote of the people. He re- 
plied that, under ordinary circumstances, and 
with any fair chance of success, the 
vote of Florida would be cast for the 


Democratic nominees, but, 
that the North will be solidly Republican, and 
that there is no prospect of electing the nomi- 
nees of the Democratic Convention, ere is 
room to doubt whether Florida will Al into 
line for certain defeat.

LIVELY SCRIMMAGE. 
A TALE OF THE HARMONIOUS DEMOCRACY OF 
PHILADELPHIA. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Triduna 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—Hostilities betwee 
the rival factions of the Democratic party in 
this city took anew turn to-day. The result 
was that one man was killed, several shot or 
cut, and William McMullen, who is the chief 
lieutenant of Speaker Randall, was badly used 
by agangofroughs. Fora long time there has 
been a rivalry between the Sheriff’s office, led 
by George MeGowan, and the Reform element, 


led by ex-Mayor Vaux, for control of the party. 


Ward Conventions were held to-day for the 
purpose of selecting delegates to the Magis- 
trates’ and State Conventions. McMullen, 
who was running for Magistrate, was 
around all the morning, looking after his own 
interests and those of Vaux and Randall. His 
own ward is the bloody Fourth. The Convention 
in the Fourth Ward met at a beer-salcon and 
pool-room at No. 704 South Second street, and 
there were present delegates representing both 
the McGowan and the Vaux factions, Select- 
Councilman William MeMullen being at the 
head of the latter. McGowan, who is Chairman 
of the Democratic Citv Executive Committee, 
had named James S. Reynolds for Chairman. 
Reynolds and McMullen tried to organize the 
Convention at the same time, and the 
result was a fight in which pistols were freely 
used. Mr. Moaleer, who led the McGowan fac- 
tion, says that when Mr. McMullen entered the 
room he had a revolver in his hand. The crowd 
began to scatter, the mMoaleer men retreating 
through the kitchen, upsetting the kitchen uten- 
sils indiscriminately in their attempts to get 
away from their opponents’ bullets, while the 
attacking party took their position behind the 
door to protect themseives from the fire of 
some of the other side who chanced to have 
pistols. 

Michael C. Lyons says that McMullen chased 
him up ao alley and shot him in the hand. The 
McMullen men then withdrew to the Fifth 
Ward Convention, which was held at 239 South 
Fifth street, over a beer-saioon. It is under- 
stood that the name of George M. Dallas would 
be brought up for the Senatorial delegatesnip. 
and be sustained by the Randall interest, and 
that, with astrong probability of being selected, 
Thomas J. Berger would be urged for the same 
position in the auti-Riudall interest. It is said 
that the anti-Randall and anti-Tilden dele- 
gates were clearly in the majority, 
and that, if the Convention were al- 
lowed to proceed with its business without 
interruption, Mr. Barger would be the Senato- 
rial delegate to the next State Convention. 

John H. Campbell was the Chairman of the 
Convention. He had ordered the call of the 
roll as a preliminary to arrange at the number 
of contested seats. Four divisions had been 
counted, when a delegate shouted out of the 
window that it was a set up thing to beat Ran- 
dali. The street was fall of rouchs. McMu)- 
and his crowd rushed in, and the 


| wildest ° confusion ensued. Blackjacks and 


pistoia were freely used, and in a few 
moments McMullen got the best of 
the Convention. Campbell, the Chairman, 
jumped through a window-glass, and all es- 
caped, and got the police.

Crout summoved the reserves to clear 
out the building; and, as they entered, a 
fight of a prodigious character took place in 
the Convention Hall, in the beer saloon, on the 
stair-case, and in the dark rooms at 
the rear.

The English tragedian, Mr. James Anderson,— 
now some 70 years of age, and living in retire- 
ment—hasg written a letter to the London Era 
upon the project for the establishment of a 
national theatre, in which he says: But to 


accomplish—to realize this grand scheme; tu 
raise something that may last, we must begin to 
build upon a sure and sound foundation, and 
that foundation is to be found only in alaw that 
shall elevate the art of acting into a profession, 
—a profession that shali bold an equal social 
standing in the three kingdoms with paint- 
ing, sculpture, music,. medicine, etc. At 
present we are professors only by courtesy and 
custom. Give us the right to rank with gentle- 
men; give us a school, a college. matriculation, 
and degrees—then,a national theatre by all 
means. Elevate the stage-player, ‘‘the rogue 
and, vagabond dy act of Parliament into a 
professional actor, give him a good theatrical 
education, with teehuical and practical knowl- 
edge to follow, and you. will create a race of 
actors equal to any the world can boast.of. The 
absence of this desideratum has been the curse 
of the stage from the days of Shakspeare to 
those oi Sheridan and ours. The establishment 
of a schoal for acting cannot create the god-like 
gift of wenius. I admit; but what a glorious 
satisfaction it would be that when that precious 
gem was found we had at band willing ana ac- 
complished workmen to polish and set 
it off. Believe me, there would be no 
lack of good actors and actresses in the three 
kiegdome if the stage were but legalized and 
acknowledged as one of the liberal professions; 
it would then no longer be considered infra dig. 
for ladies and gentlemen to become si tage-play- 
ers. ‘lhe belief that it is degrading is strong ino 
many. Witness the remarks of a popular writer 
of the day, who says: It would be curious to 
ascertain how many great and true actresses 
have mis«ed their vocation from their social po- 
sition and their lacking the resolution te break 
through its tram mels, as well as through, those 
stronger ones of affection which implored them 
not to lose, as it believed. all caste in this world

GROSS INJUSTICE. 

Next to the eecape of Connors and Reilly, the 
greatest misfortune in the Hensley murder case 
is the injustice done Detective Tim Mahoney, 
who was yesterday morning deposed at the West 
Madison-8treet Station and sent traveling beat 
in the wilds of the Hinman Street District. 
This the result of an article which appeared in 
last Monday’s paper attaching great credit to 
him for work done upon the case, 
and calling uvon Supt. O'Donnell to 
give him a farther show, and cali off the alleged 
favorites at the Central Station, who had met 
with so little success. ‘he points in this article 
were furnished by aman who has kept as well 
posted on the developments of the affair, if not 
better, than any individual member of the Po- 
Mahoney was as ignorant of 
the manner in which these points were brought 
out as a Cainese laundryman could be. Nor was 
he even indirectly the instigator of the article. 
With this explanation it simply remains for 
Superintendent O'Donnell. or Capt. Simmons, 
or perchance Lieut. Bonfield, who possibly bears 
the mana grudge for something in the past, to 
restore Mahoney to his old position. They may 
laugh and scoff at him as incompetent, which 
they sometimes. whisper to themselves. His 
record is none of the wurst. And right bere isa 
sticker“ for them all. If many ao iacompe- 
tent on the police force had been removed three 
months ago, or rather if they had never been 

ven their vresent positions, the Hensley mur- 

erers would have been safe in the County Jail 
long since. In this respect. names are useless. 
Every one familiar with the police can count 
those referred to one by one on his fingers. To 
prove this it is not necessary to recall the fact 
that no knowledge of the murder was in the 
possession of the Police Department until fully 
eight hours after its com mission, and that a police- 
man, traveling his post seven hours at er the 
commission of the crime, drank with one of the 
murderers in a saloon in the southwestern por- 
tion of the city. Were many other such facts 
as this made known, the finger of shame would 
certainly be pointed at many @ police 
who now conrts praiseworthy mention. The 
removal of Maboney for sometbing he was 
entirely innocent of is sometbing that will not 
easily be forgotten. It may be easy sailing for 
a time with those who prompted this act of in- 
justice, but the day of reckoning will surely 
come.

Justice Hudson's office Monday morning, and 


the inability to locate him was without doubt 
the cause of a rumor yesterdsy that be had 
gone back to Canada to avoid a possible arrest 
for perjury. All the people who were suvpesed 
to know where he was were interviewed, but 
they could furnish no definit information, 
though none of them believed he had left the 
city. 

Charley Reed denied that he was going to de- 
fend bim in the Criminal Court. He had been 
spoken to on the subject last spring, when Van 
Hollen offered to come here, but no arrangement 
was made, aud he had heard nothing from Van 
Hollen’s friends since. As to the indictment, 
though returned by a Grand Jury when be was 
State’s Attorney, be thought it was written by 
his assistant, Mr. Birch, and he had no recoliec- 
tion of it. Whether it would hold good, in view 
of recent decisions, he didn’t know, as he hadn’t 
examined into the matter. 

Efforts to find Mr. Brentavo were unavailing, 
but it is understood that Van Hollen did not 
sleep at his bones Monday night, and that his

re Mechel ke was also not findable. He, 
however, is in the city, and a gentleman who 
saw him told a Tripuns reporter that be was 
very much put out at the testimony ef Van

He was 
elected under Bill 300, which was declared ua- 
constitutional.“ 

Mayor Harrison and Corporation Counsel Ad- 
ams were Asked vesterday in reference to the 
part they took in securing the * safe conduct ”’ 
for Van Hollen to and from his old home, and 
what they now proposed to do about it. Mr. 
Harrison said that Brentano came to him and 
showed bim the Canadian affidavit, and, beliey- 
ing that Van Hollen had never received the tax 
of the Germania Insurance Company, and that 
if he could be gotten back here the city could 
coilect about $6,000, he consented to recom- 
mend to the State’s Attorney that the “ safe 
conduct’ be given bim. He hesitated at first 
to sign any papers, but seeing no possible harm 
in dowg it, aud the possibility ot getting $6,000 
which could not be otherwise obtained, he 
signed a letter to Mr. Mills. He did not 
read the document carefally and thought it 
ouly gave Van Hollen two 2 but having 
acted in good faith, and, as he believed, in the 
public interest, he had done no more than his 
duty. Heregretted that the case had turned 
out as it had. but he was not to blame for Van 
Hollen's oath-making, and could vot recall his 
recommendation. The responsibility was be- 
tween Brentano, Vocke, and Miils. 

Mr. Adams said he would gladly recall what 
he had done if it would do any good, for he 
thought Van Hollen, by bis infamous conduct, 
had forfeited all claims to ‘“‘safe condutt.” If 
he were in Mills’ place he would arrest him, for 
in all of his experience be never heard of a more 
outrageous case.

Randolph street,“ was handed by Van Hollen to 
Col. Van Arman in my presence, and isin my 
possession.

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


Gathering at Louisvilie. 
Louisen, Ky., Dec. 2.—The Mississippi 
Valley River Imgrovement Convention met to- 
day at noon im the Board of Trade Building. 
The object of the meeting was to collect statis- 
tics and to keep the subject of river improve- 
ment before Congress, so as to obtain the nec- 
essary appropriations. There will be organized 
a Valley States Commissoin, which it is expected 
will prove of great benefit to navigation on the 
great central rivers. Only a few of the dele- 
gates arrived this morning, more being expected 
this afternoon and to-night. 

Eugene Underwood, to whom was intrusted 
the correspondence with the Governors of the 
States, reported the appointment of the follow- 
ing as Commissioners: Arkansas, John Honer, 
Helena; Massachusetts, John J. Jones, Boston.

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PRISON ABUSES. 


The Milwaukee Supervisors Recommend 
that Haase Be Dismissed—His Treatment 
of Prisoners Alleged to Have Been Brutal 
~Testimeny Before the State Beard of 
Charities. 

Mpecial Dispatch to The Tribune 
Muwavxex, Wis., Dec. 2—Upon the reas- 
sembling of the County Board of Supervisors 
this forenoon, three members of the I[nvestigat- 
ing Committee, Messrs. Brigham, Martin, and 


Thomas, presented a report of their investiga- 


tion into the charges against the House of Cor- 
rection management. The report reviewed the 
testimony taken, and concluded with the sur- 
gestion of changes in the management of the in- 
stitution, as may be necessary to make it a re- 
formatory instead of a penal institution. As- 
pended to the report was the following resola- 
tion: 

Resolved, That it ts the tight of this examination 
that Henry Haase is shown to be incompetent to 
discharge the duties of Inspector of the House of 
Correction; that he has negiected to instruct his 
officers in their work, nor has he given proper 
attention to a careful study of his own; that ne 
hag inflicted punishment not allowed either by 
atatute or the rules of the isstitution; that his 
conduct and that of hie subordinates bas been in 
violation of law and wholesome discipline; that 
both have been rough and profane in their bearing 
towards the prisoners, and their treatment has 
been unkind, and often creel and andignified; 
that he ought to be and is hereby removed from 
the exercise of the authority and performing the 
duties of Inspector of the House of Correction: 
that until hie successor is appointed the Committee 
on the House of Correction shail have fall charge 
of the same. 

After the report had been read, Supervisors 
Wagner and Fingado explained that they could 
not conscientiously sign the doeument, for the 
réason that during the investigation the Chair- 
ma of the Committee, Brigham, had studious- 
ly noted all evidence of a damagimg character 
to the management of the House of Correction, 
and choked off that which tended to serve an 
exeelleat purpose in rebuttal. They denounced 
the course pursued by Brigham io unmeasured 
— as one-sided and strongly prejudiced.

John M. Stowell, of the Cream (ity Iron- 
Works, said that Kenvedy bought machinery at 
his establishment, and never was paid any com- 
mission on any of the purchases. He was a 
close buyer. Mr. Stoweil was sbowa a bill for 
some $170 that had at the foot a deduction of 5 
per cent written in bis own handwriting, and 
asked to explain, which be did by saying that it 
was his custom to give a commission of 5 per 
cent to buvers and agents.

‘The prisoner refused to go to 
Dis cell, and when Kennedy attempted to help 
poh he dropped on the floor and commenced 
haliooing. oyle and I then got the prisoner 
in his cell. When Ward went to the oflice he 
commenced rubbing nis bands and said: My 
couseience, I never beard a man halloo so much 
for nothing.. Witmess bad struck and shoved 
a prisoner and beén severely reprimanded by 
Kennedy. 

Herman Haase, a leading physician of the 
South Bide, cave testimony of his experience 
while in charge of the House of Correction 
prisoners, and said; “There was but lit- 
tle sickness when | was physician. Mr. Keatedy 
did all be could for the silex; betreated them as 
I directed. Skeban was afflicted with constitu- 
tional éypbilis, and he was 4 very Obstinate and 
ill-tempered man. He refused to follow my di- 
restions, and threatened. to kill me several 
times.

TOWN CONSOLIDATION, 

: GEN. GEORGE W. SMITH, 

in his opinion to the West Park Board regarding 
the consolidation of towns, stated that the 
union was impracticable, except upon a proper 
petition and a vote directly upon the question 
of union. The General baving in his opinion 
“apparently ignored the Consolidation act of 
1877, a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday calied upon 
him to learn why he had come to such a con- 
clusion fn the face of such an act, which author- 
izes County Boards in counties under township 
organization to organize into a town the terri- 
tory lying withio the limits of avy city upon the 
application of the Common Council. 

* The act of 1877,“ said that gentleman, after 
dwelling upon the act of 1874, upon which he 
has based his conclusions chiefly, “does not 
purport to speak to the question of uniting 
towns. It would seem by its terms to have no 
relation to the abolition of towns existing at the 
time of its passage, nor te the change of town 
lines. It simply says that the County Board in 
any county under township organization may 
provide that the territory embraced in any city 
in such county shall be organized as a town’ 
upon the request of the City Council, and if the 
population sball exceed 3,000. This act only 
refers to territory embraced within a city, and 
which has not been organized asa town, or 
which, having been organized as a town, bas 
properly ceased to be such, and should be taken 
as a limitation upon the power to organize such 
territory into a town, such limitation being as I 
have expressed.”’ 

Aud you think this is the essence of the act 
of 18777" 

**That is all that is essential to be considered 
of that act. The remainder of it provides for 
the exercise of authority over the town by the 
Councll, which, to sav the least, is immaterial.” 

The reporter asked Gen. Smith a few ques- 
tions regarding the Consolidation law of 1879, 
to which he replied, winding up bis remarks by 
saving that there was nothing in that law ex- 
cept that which was in plain accord with the pro- 
visions of the act of 1874 relating to the union 
of towns.“

‘Under the act of 1874 the method of proced- 
ure will de this: By a sort of general consent, 
say, it is decided to unite first the towns of 
North and South Chicago. Then one-quarter of 
the voters of each town must petition 
the County Board to unite them. 
The Board then submits to the voters of 
those towns, at a general annual election, the 
question of uniting. The election is had, the 
returns canvassed, and if a majority vote for 
consolidation then the County Board gives the 
united towns of North and South Chicago a 
name. The union is not complete, however, 
Matil the expiration of the terms of all officers 
in said town who are eiected to serve for the 
period of one year. Then, having accomplished 
this much, it will be necessary to take a fresh 
start for another petition to be presented, 
signed by one-fourth of the voters of the Town 
of West Chicago ami the consolidated Town of 
North and South Chicago, to have another 
election, another canvass, ete.

The address starts out with a bistory of the 
Union troubles in St, Louis, where, io July, 
1877, in accordance with a scheme on the part of 
some secret yingsters, there was ap alleged 
meeting of the Union, at which the ringsters 
bad full sewing. The Union’s charter 
was surrendered, and 2 Charter Committee 
appointed to smash every effort to reorcanize 
the Union, and to procure the discharge of any 
printer who develeped an unhealthy reorganiz- 
ing facility. According to Mr. Barns, the ring 
intimidated numerous good men and true, and 
went sv far as to employ thugs to waylay those 
who had incurred their displeasure. Printers 
who went away to other cities bearing letters 
of recommendation from the officers of their 
respective Unions found those letters revoked 
on arrival at the place of destination. Prices 
dropped from 15 to 40 cents per 1,000, and wages 
from 88 to $18 per wees, while the 
number of boys and girls at the cases 
increased. Ip short, a regular cutthroat system 
was inaugurated, and run io the interest ot the 
Brotherhood, whose members alone got work. 
The ring, in short, had got the upperhand of 
the Union, and held it. 


AT THE WASHINGTON MBETING 


of the International Union, according to Barns, 
Walter G. Kercheval, who occupies the boas 
position of Grand Master of the Brotherbood of 
the Union of North America, turned up as the 
Chicago delegate, anda good deal of space is 
devoted to an alleged suowing-upof Kercheval’s 
tactics in trying to work certain solid Union 
men into the Brotherhood. Thissame Kerche- 
val, he says, bas succeeded in establishing 
the secret institution in thirty cities. 
It would appear from Barus’ pamphlet 
that the members of the Brotherhood are the 
most talented liars on the face of the earth, or 
in a fair way to become such after a little prac- 
tice. The organization, he says, teaches decep- 
tion and lying as a fine art, and its members 
practice this cardinal principle of their faith in 
and out of season, denying that they are mem- 
bers of the institution, and that they ever heard 
of such an organization. 

A good deai of space is devoted to a descrip- 
tion of

and particularly to the initiation of members. 
The candidate, having been blindfolded 
and put through a peculiarly cast-iron 
oath pledging secrecy and fidelity 
to the objects of the organization, 
bereft of his eye-bandage, while his conductor 
rather unnecessarily informs he Grand Master 
that the candidate bas licht.“ As far as the 
ritual reveals, there is nothing of the terrible 
about the organization itself or the process of 
initiation, though Barus sets it dowu that the 
Brotherhood selfishiv and corruptiy controls the 
Union, and that he Brother itself is con- 
trolled by a little coterie of gods,“ who form 
what is known as the “Inner lemole. 

The pamobiet closes with a lot of letters, in- 
cluding oue from D. R. Streeter, of this city, 
and other ex-members now in the “exposing ”’ 
business, all of which take common ground 
with Barns that the Bro'herhood is a [taud, de- 
vised for the benefit of the few to the despoil- 
ment of the Union many, and that it ought to 
be eternally smashed.

THE ANNUAL MEETING. 
of the [linois Association of the Sona of Ver- 
mont was held last evening at the Grand Pacific.

These balls are the greatest pleasure that the 
country-people know. ‘They dream of them for 
weeks before, and will spend their last sdilling 
rather than miss one. Here their courtships 
are begun, their gossip told, and sometimes 
their heads brokes.

Well, here they are in fuli force, going through 
their waltzes, polkas, aud Rheinlaenders with 
all the energy of youth and sound lutgs. 
Never have | scen people who seemed to enjoy 
their dancing so beartily. The entrance to the 
flooris crowded with couples eagerly awaiting 
their turn; and the floor-mauager shouts him- 
eelf hoarse and claps his hands lame to make 
thost who have once begun stop to give the 
others a chance. They would doubtless con- 
tinue, like s perpetual- motion wheel, till sun- 
rise at least, il they were not pushed out of the 
lines by main force. These unfortunate ones 
take refuge at a side-table, and drown (their im- 
patience in a mug of beer,—the universal rem- 
edy for many earthliv ls. : 

In this particular neighborhood their dress is 
too much modernized (in Altenburg we shall 
find it otherwise).

Their horwon is bounded by their 
neids; and, if one of them has any uncle, or 
other relative iu Amerika,“ be has a dim con- 
ception of that ubcie as a mau of boundless 
wealth, Lying (as ove said to me recently) in 
some street over there”! This I do not mean 
to generalize literaily, however. 
the good people here at their mags and dancing, 
trvimg ourselves to doze, as be it we may, till 
morning.

Importation of Live Cattle from Australia, 
London Times, Vor. 13. 

A Liverpool tirm of cartle importers have at 
present on.the way a shipment of live cattie 
from Melbourne as an experiment. It has been 
found that sheep and malch cows brougut from 
the Antipodes ior use on a voyage have almost 
invariably improved in condition during the 
passage, so that the successful importation of 
Australian cattic into this country reduces itself 
to a question of freight. The cargo referred to 
is understood to be purchased in Australia at 
about £4 a bead, and the cost of transport is £10 
a head, so that each bead of cattle, it is expected, 
will be laid down in Liverpool for £14. When 
it is remembered that Australian cattle are 
„dressed at about 800 pounds the carcass, the 
profitable character of the trade, should this 
experiment prove successfal, cannot fail to in- 
sure its speedy develoomeot. American cattle 
olten reach this country in better condition than 
cattle from Ireland or the Continent, and those 
engaged iu the trade claim that the sea voyage 
is positively beneficial to them after they have 
once got over the customary sickness. la that 
case the mere length of the voy will not 
necessarily prevent the transport of cattle from 
Australia, and it may prove to be as remuvera- 
tive to sbip-owners as the conveyance of steerage 
passengers or of ordinary freight.

Paris, Nov. 8, 1879.—M. Jules Claretie, the 
talented author of several popular novels and 
plays, has lately turned his attention more par- 
ticularly to bistory. One result of his careful 
researches bas now been given us in the shape 
of a highly interesting bistorical drama, entitled 
„Les Mirabeau,“ which is drawing crowded 
houses at the Theatre des Nations,—a theatre 
once familiar to the world as the Lyrique, and 
more recently known as the Historique. In his 
new drama M. Claretie has essayed to make us 
acquainted with one of the most remarkable 
families of France. We are introduced not only 
to the great orator, — hat extraordinary mass of 
vices and virtues, of brilliant qualities and glar- 
ing faults, and, above all, that wonderful genius 
of revolution,—but also to bis father, the Mar- 
quis, his brother, and his uncle. ‘The central 
passages in the piay are preceded by several 
which give us an insicht into the domestic and 
public life of the Marquis de Mirabeau, the sham 
philanthropist, the writer of benevolent pam- 
phiets, and the pretended champion 
of the downtrodden and afflicted, whom M. 
Claretie shows us to have been a hollow hum- 
bug and imposter, selfish, vain, and crue! ; with- 
al, very much a Marquis. We are also made 
acquainted with the private scandals of the 
family,—the Marquis separated from his wife 
and living openly at his provincial mansion with 
bis mistress. We watch the different phases of 

THE FORTUNES OF MIRABEAU HIMSELF,— 
the Mirabeau,—by turns persecuted, triumphant, 
free, and imprisoned ; now pleading the cause of 
the wretched peasant, and anon forgetting 
honor, duty, and common decency in the arms 
of a worthless paramour. He appears to us as 
he was at his best, and as he was at his worst. 
At one instant, ademigod, proclaiming the doc- 
trines of liberty and equality to his country, and 
through bis country to the world. The next, 
selling his splendid genius to à publisher of ob- 
scene books. And the next, bitteriv regretting 
having stooped so low. Incidentally, too, the 
play nuts before us most vividly the corrupt 
and vicious Court of France, the misery 
and degradation of the people; the im- 
morality of those in high places. The 
France of the Eighteenth Century is brought 
back to us for a few hours, and we are helped 
prodigiously to an undersianding of the neces- 
sity and the justice of the Revolution. But, in- 
teresting as all these details would alone be to 
the student and thinker, they would not bave 
sufficed to make a drama. (Generalities are for 
books. The stage demands a narrower, more 
buman interest. This M. Jules Claretie bas 
cleverly managed to add to his Mirabeau“ by 
the introduction of Mme. de Nehra anu Mme. de 
Lejay,—who in the play takes the name of Mme. 
de Ricux. In the jealousy of these two women, 
both loved by A@rabceau, and im the tragedy by 
which the rivalry ends, lies the drama. To- 
wards the end of the play, Wme. de Nehra is as- 
sasinated by ber vindictive enemy. Mirabeau 
is for the time being confounded by grief. But 
he quickly remembers that private affliction 
must not distract nim from his public mission; 
and in the final tableau we see him in the Salle 
du Jeu de Paume, taking the oath which bound 
him to the cause of liberty. 

Les Mirabeau“ bas been most carefully put 
upon the stage, and it is 

MORE THAN RESPECTABLY INTERPRETED 
by MM. Pau) Desbayes, Gaspard, Clement 
Just, and by Miles. Rousseil, Raucourt, and 
Andree. The difficult and disagreeable part of 
Mme. de Rieux is iutrusted to Mile. Rousseil, for- 
merlya pensionhaire of the Comedie Francaise, 
and pow a Wandering star,“ who plays with 
such intense passioa that she quite throws the 
quiet and unobtrusive acting of der rival (Mile. 
Andree) into the shade. M. Deshayes plays 
Mirabeau. He gets himse# up wonderfully. 
Mirabeau, as his portrait represents him, with 
allthe blemishes and spots on bis strange face, 
bis balf-noble and halil-repuistve look, and his 
intellectual forehead, seems to stand before 
you. But the illusion vauisbes directly M. 
Deshayes open bis mouth. He is a ranter, and 
apparently fancies be is the hero of a melo- 
drama the whole time he is on the stage. 

Ranting is far nore common here than might 
be imagined by those who know French theatres 
only by hearsay. Possibly the classical trage- 
dies are to blaine. ‘Ihe heroes and heroines of 
Corneille and Racine may be the creation 
of genius they pass for, 
am ture they are not 6 
to be thorouchly admired by sober nations like 
the Euglish or the Americans. They are two 
entirely artificial and long-winded. Instead of 
acting, thev have to pul themeecives in attitades 
and recite interminable specches,—sermons, vou 
might call them,—fali of excellent sentiments, 
lotty thoughts, aud sublime philosopay, no 
doubt, but terribiy tedious and unodramatic. 
Victor Hugo, the great enemy of Classicism, is 
pot a whit better sometimes. Look at the 
speeches be puts into the mouth of bis Don Puy 
Gomez; and then read that monolog of Don 
Varios, in Hernaui.“ They would tire the 
most patient. But what opportunities they af- 
ord for moutbiug and shouting, giaring, and 
scowling,—for all, in act, that we sum upin the 
ove word, 

RANTING. 

What the stage may have been in our fathers’ 
and grandfathers’ day, I know not. Certajuly, 
in our own time, witha very few exceptions, — 
not halt-a-duzen when all are told: Sarah Bern- 
hardt, Taillade, and two or three more,—the 
Paris actors are essentially masters of 
comedy, but wholly in the spirit of 
tragedy wanting. There is no Irving, 
no Salvini, no Booth, no Russi, here. 
Taillade is tne nearest approach to them (this 
may be an opinion peculiar to myself, but [ nold 
to it), and after Talilade we have only a Mounet- 
Sully and a Dumaine. Gil-Naza has great pow- 
er, but it is of a different order; and Got is not 
a tragedian. 

Apropos of tragedy and tragedians, an un- 
successiul attempt bas just been made im the 
Paris iaw-courts, by Miles. Lia and Dinah Felix, 
to upset a clause in he will of their sister, 

THE GREAT RACHEL, 

by which a sum of 6,000 francs per annum was 
bequeathed to a third sister, now deceased, 
Mile. Sarah Felix, the inventor of the famous 
Eau des Fees. Rachel's will was read in 
court during che progiess of the case. It is a 
very short one, but it contains about haif-a- 
dozen gross grammatical errors. 

The struggie between the Government and 
the clergy coutinues to occupy public attention 
here. My own imoression is, that M. Jules 
Ferry and Article 7 will be repudiated by the 
Seflate whenever the Education bill is brought 
up for discussion,—as it will be about the end 
of the month, the Chambers being, it seems. 
convoked for the 27th inst. Meanwhile the 
strife rages fiercely in the provinces. Mousignor 
Treppel, Bishop ot Angers, is threatened with 
the Republican thunderbolts tor having deliy- 
ered himself of sundry violent sentiments at a 
recent ceremony in memory of Gen. Lamoriciere. 
Ihe reverend gentleman certainly was guiity of 
extraordivary imprudence, and well merits cas- 
tigation. It may teach him that, if speech is 
silver, silence may be golden. In one or two 
other cases, however, the Republicans seem to 
have been tvraupical and higu-nanded iv their 
deaiings.

THE AFFAIR AT ALAIS, 
mention of which has from time to time been 


made in the papers and immediately forgotten. 


The facts appear plain. In 1821 an abbe named 
Taissou bequeathed a house and a sum of 7,000 
francs to the Town of Alais, coupled with the 
express conditions that tiie house should be set 
apart exclusively for the residence of the 
Brothers of the Christian Doctrine, as they are 
styled; and that the town, besides completing 
tbe installation,“ should pay ue said Brothers 
annually 1,800 francs, to help them cover the 
cost of teaching. Ou these terms the legacy 
was accepted, and for fifty-eigot years— 
that 1s, from 1821 tin to- the 
1,800 francs were regularly paid 
each year, and the Brothers were allowed to 
teach in Alais quietly. Since the commence- 


ment of the Ferry Kultar-Kampf, however, the 
uvicipal Council of Alais has grown keenlr 


and of the annual payment of 1 francs. It 
met to discuss the matter lately, and decided 
that the house inherited from the Abbe Taisson 
shoul d in juture be converted into a jay school. 
Notice to quit was peremptorily sent the unof- 
fending Brothers of the Coristian Doctrine. 
They, not unvaturally, protested, and refused 
to move. The villagers espoused their quarrel ; 
and the Mayor of Alais then calied in the aid of 
the military. A Sous-Prefet and a party of gens- 
darmes were sent to the school and 

THE BROTHERS WERE FORCIBLY EJECTED. 
They appealed to the law. The terms of the 
legacy were clear; and the Alais Tribunal cave 
judgment iu their favor. ordering the restitu- 
tion ot the house, and suthortzug the Brothers 
to call in the police in the event of any opposi- 
tion being attempted. At this juncture the 
Prefect of the Department interiered, and ap- 
pealed from the judgment of the Alais court to 
a bieuer court, suiting in Paris, and composed 
of functionaries more or less piedged to the de- 
fense of the Republicand the Government,— 
which in Alais was, of course, represented by 
the Prefect and his subordinates. Here the 
affair rests, and is likely to rest for tbree 
months. This all looks like persecution.

Six men lay in the French prisons, under sentence 
of death, at the beginning of the week. NM. 
Grevy bas just determined that in five cases the 
capital punishment shall be commuted. 
Amongst the villains whose wretched lives are 
thus to vespared are the notorious Wille and 
Abadie, two sentimental scoundreis who have 
been toomuch talked of oy the press here. 
Their crimes did not go beyond robbery and 
murder; but, in some of the other instances, 
murder had been preceded, and in one case fol- 
lowed, by unspeakable Outrages. That mercy 
should be warned on such foul and merciless 
brutes as these, i8 deplorable. Flaying alive 
would be a small pevalty for some of tue 
offenses committed.

CATTLE. 
The Stock of the Great l’astoral Countries. 
English Peper. 

If meat is searce and dear in Western Europe, 
such is not the case in other parts of the world, 
as the following statistics relative to America, 
Austraiia, and Africa will show. Uruguay, the 
population of which, by the-tast census of 1876, 
was 400,000 souls, possessed at the same time 
4,873,924 head of horned cattie, and 9,142,155 
sheep; but as those ficures are taken from the 
returus made by the farmers themselves for the 
purpose of taxation, M. Vitaiba, Controller of 
the State, considers the more accurate pumoers 
would be 6,000,000 and 12,000,000. Lhe Argen- 
tine Cortfederation, far larger in extent, with 
burely 2,000,000 0f inhabitants, bad. according to 
a calculation published at Buenos Ayers in 1875, 
13, 493,000 animais of the bovine species, of 
which 5,116,020 were ip the province of Buenos 
Ayres, and 57,546,415 sheep. But, according to 
the official annourcement in the Argentine sec- 
tron of the exhibition of 1578, the rea! quantities 
were 80,000,000 of sheep and 15, 000.000 of borned 
cattie. A vast extent of tie soutbern portion 
of Brazil, particalarly the province of Rio Grande 
Bolivia, and portions of Peru on the eastern 
slopes of the Andes, are also occupied in raising 
cactie, but the diffi-uities of procuring definit 
returus are so great that any estimate made 
could only be mere guess-work. Juroing pow 
to North America, where immense districts are 
almost wholly pastoral, the figures published in 
1872 bv Mr. Block, showed the existence of . 
695,305 bead of cattle, 31,679,300 sheep. and 32. 
600,000 of pigs. But these numbers have vastly 
increased since, owing to the exieusive trade 
whicb* has sprung up between England aud 
the United States in meat, both sal: and fresh. 
According to some statistics published by the 
French Minister of Commerce, Canadaposseased 
in 18706 2,624,299 animals of tue bovine race and 
6,155,509 of the ovine. ‘Lhe numbers supposed 
to exist in Austraiia and New Zealand are 5,05. 
872 of the former, and 61,649,007 of the latter. of 
which the share of New South Wales is 3.131. 
O13 cattle, 25,629,755 sheep, as well as 173,104 
pigs. Finally, Engiand’s enormous colony in 
the south of Africa is, sueaking generally, devot- 
ed to raising cattle, and, although no accurate 
returns are forthcoming, the fact is known that 
this industry is excending there daily.

Why There Was No lhankegiving-Dinner at 
the White-Honse. 
Washington Republic. 

The usual Tbanksgiving-diuner at the White- 
House did not come off this year; and there 
must be something very funny about it, for the 
subject creates a good many sly winks and 
smiles whenever it is mentioned before any of 
the gentiemen connected with the President's 
personal staff. It is an old-time custom for the 
President to give, on Thanksgiving-Day, a 
dinner to bis* Private Secretary, Assistant Pri- 
vate Secretary, Executive Clerk. the Pay Clerk. 
and other gentlemen of the White-House, and 
their wives. It was done last vear, and has not 
been omittea before for at least twenty 
years. It bas been suggested that econo- 
my is at the bottom of this omission 
on the part of the President; bug this is a 
shameless insinuation. The President is, with- 
out doubt, careful with his money,—wuhich is 
very proper, considering that be gets only 
$50,000 a vear, and that his term of office ex- 
pires about fifteen months from now: but it is 
bardly fair to sav that be failed to give the usual 
dinuer on economic grounds. The President is 
a very rich man; be bas three or four children 
who would be thrown upon a cold world if avy- 
thing should happen to their father,—but he 
would not miss tue cost of a dinner to bis 
clerks. Besides, all the vegetables for the 
White-House table are furnished by the public 
gardener, and his meats come from the 
Commissary Department at the nominal 
price of a few cents per pound. 
‘Lhe President gets his house-revot 
free, his gas free, bis fuel free, and most of 
bis servants free. As be does not furnish wine 
the costliest part of an entertainment—to his 
guests, his living expenses must come witbin 
$10,000 a year. He then has a clear saving of 
$40,000 a year from his salary alone, to say 
nothing ef his large income from his private 
fortune. The President bas done some unwise 
things, no doubt,—who has not‘—but it is un- 
fair to say that be omitted an old-time custom, 
that would not have cost him $10 to follow, on 
the ground of economy. It bas even been sug- 
gested—so contemptible are some minds—that 
somebody made the President a gift of several 
turkeys, and that he did not give the eustomary 
dinner because the. cranberries were not sent 
too. The real reason im the case is, I un- 
derstand, that ine President went to Phila- 
delphia to spend his Thanksgiving. A low- 
minded wretch, upon hear n this remark, saia: 
„Well, he didn’t take bis cook and his turkeys 
with him, did he? The boys would have had 
quite as good atime in the state dining-room 
with the President absent.“ All this is small 
business. The President is a good, moral, re- 
ligious man. He is gentle. and many, on that 
account, may cali him weak and insipid. But 
he has a pure nuture, which should be the envy 
of all public men and the admiration of all man- 
kind. It was not on economical grounds that 
he discarded an oid custom, surely. The truth. 
however, is promised by a competent authority

Loxpox, Nov. 4.—Editors, as a rule, are not 
**famoused for ficht.“ In London, as in most 
large cities, journalistic quarrels rarely extend 
beyond the columns of the newspapers. Writers 
forget their professional differences when their 
pen-tasks are finished, and mingle one with 
another in jovial good-fellowship, very much 
after the fashion of lawyers, who adjourn to the 
nearest restaurant, and break a bottle of cham- 
pagne together, after having almost come to 
blows while pitted against each other in court. 
But there are exceptions, and the newspaper- 
world of London bas been recently painfully 
apprised of the fact. Indeed, the fistic en- 
counter between Edward Levy Lawson, of the 
Teegraph, and Henry Labouchere, of Truth, was 
deemed of sufficient moment to de cabled to 
America. Ido not propose going into this 
question, for the personal differences of a couple 
of London journalists can hardly be of sufficient 
moment to interest readers to whom the men 
are unknown. Connected with the Lawson- 
Labouchere difficulty, however, a libel-suit is 
pending, in which the British public is im- 
mensely interested, as they learn a great deal 
that they pever knew before about the shady 
wars of newsepaper-life. Apropos of this, a few 
paragraphs ou 

THE LONDON MORNING DAILY PAPERS 
may be of interest. 

Englishmen never fail to put forward the 
London press as a model of all that intelligent 
and honest journalism should be. They urge 
this claim with indefatigable persistency, 
They court com parison, they say; they challenge 
the world, with the real old British biuster. 
Now, it is an insular peculiarity in 
this happy country that many of 
its inhabitante have minds not unlike 
those ridiculed by Dr.Johnson, as narrow as the 
neck of a vipegar-cruct ”; and it se happens 
that a good part of the grounds for this boast 
exists only iv intellects of that compass. I 
would not be misunderstood, fer 1 yield to no 
man in admiration of some of the features of 
English journalism; but it seems to me that 
this spirit of the just made perfect, in which the 
Britisher apostrophizes his press, is an exagger- 
ated and a misleading one. 

SEVEN DAILY PAPERS 
—the Times, Telegraph, Daily News, Standard, 
Daily Chronic'e, Mornina Post, and Morning 
Advertiser—eupply London with its morning 
news. 
as shipping and mercantile prints, and one 
sporting journal, that I have not included in 
the enumeration. By cutting out the Morning 
Advert ser, the Licensed Victualers’ organ, and 
patronized exclusively by that class, aud the 
Morning Post, the “ daily of Upper-Tendoa, 
the list is narrowed down to five, which may be 
said to comprise ali the papers generally bought 
in the early part of the day. Of these, 
THE TIMES 

is generally supposed to bold the first place, and 
is, perhaps, more a representative English organ 
than any of the others. But the Tunes has been 
going wrong in the last few years. To be sure, 
it is larger and better printed than its penny 
contemporaries, occupies vast offices in Print- 
ing-House Square, and bas the prestige of a 
splendid name; but its literary character has 
deteriorated, its editorial supervision has gone

Sala, the inimitable, and Edwin Aroold, a grace- 
ful writer with a good knowledge of Indian af- 
fairs, are the most conspicuous of this small 
number. Salaisamanof more than national 
reputation, and, all iu all, | suppose he is the 
cleverest journalist in London. But, as one 
swallow—if we may believe the saw—does ‘not 
make a summer, so the presence of these two 
gentiemen on the staff of what is sometimes 
called the Vaily Dir‘cart can not keep its name 
out of the mire. “ Sensationaiism’”’ is the 
backbone of the Telegraph. Its news is unrelia- 
bie, and its reports exaggerated. Its Conti- 
neutal staff scarcely possesses a man of marked 
ability, and its home force is about as slender a 
one in point of brains as straggles through 
Fleet street. Politically it is vevai, and, before 
it earned the unenviable name of Jiricart, it 
was vooularly spoken of as the Daily Turnevat. 
It worships aman with slavish adulation one 
day, and venomously abuses him the next. The 
character of tue paper may be judged from the 
foilowing, which has come out during the libel 
proceedings. Mr. Labouchere tells the story: 
was once the ownerof a theatre. It is need- 
less to observe that Mr. Josgoh Moses Levy (oue 
ot the proprietors of the Zelegraph) did not re- 
ceive a gratis private box in addition to the con- 
siderable sum which I paid him for adcvertise- 
ments. A pilav called ‘The Turn of the Tide,’ 
by Mr. Burnand, was brought out. It was a 
good play, and it had a lengthy run. In the 
Das Teeqraph appeared a votice of a very un- 
favorable character. Mr. Ryder was acting in 
the play, and aseeting the then critic of the 
Daily Telegraph, he asked him why he had dealt 
so bardiy with it. ‘The critic replied to the fol- 
lowiug effect: ‘I wrote a criticism of the play 
in the Ara and in the Daily Telegraph. lu the 
former I stated my own opinion, which was 
favorable to it; in the latter I wrote to order; 
therefore you should not blame me.’ But Mr. 
John Ryder, whd is one of the most independ- 
ent of actors wita whom I am acquainted, and 
who has often raised his voice against this sys- 
tem of praising or abusing plays ‘to order,’ 
did, I believe, blame him in some- 
what forcible language. I at once had 
the two notices printed opposit to each other, 
and sent them to the editor of the Daiy Jee- 
graph with an emphatic protest. Had I been 
dependent for my bread on my theatre, I 
shauid vot have dared to do so; but Mr. Levy 
kuew me, and was aware that | would not best- 
tate to placard the boardinge of Londen with 
these two notices, to waich would be appended 
an eXplavation.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

ENGLEWooD, Dec. 2.—The meeting at MeCor- 
mick Hall last evening to give expression upon 
the irish land agitation was well worthy of the 
object for which it was called, bothas regards 
the attendance and the character of the utter- 
ances of the speakers. It isa wholesome sign 
in favor of the cause of the landless in Ireland 


of a grievance which bas been but little under- 
stood bya large number of our American fellow- 
citizens. The light thrown by the able and 
truthful remarks of Leonard Swett, Lieut. Gov. 
Shuman, and in fact all the speakers last night, 
enables all to look at the impoverished, pitiable 
condition of the Irish tenant farmers under rack- 
rent landlord rule. If the meeting last night, 
with its enthusiasm and earnestness, may be re- 
garded as an indication of public opinion, and 
it that public opinion could only be enforced in 
Ireland, then, indeed, landiord rule in that un- 
happy country would be drawing close to what 
Carlisle would call the confines of eternity.” 

The readers of Taz Ixus ought to be tol- 
erably well informed upon the iniquity of the 
Irish land system. Not only were your numer- 
ous articles of late showing up the evils of this 
system pointed and truthful, but as far back as 
two years ago one of your corre«pondents wrote 
a very clever and interesting series ot Jetters 
from that country, painting in true colors the 
misery of the tenant farmers under rack-rent 
rule. He showed how “the landlord claimed 
even the fisbes of the streams and the birds of 
the air in addition to bis rents.“ Extracts from 
his letters were read at be Irish National 
demonstration at Ogden’s Grove at the time. 

Let us hope that the agitation in the United 
States will not assume the character of big 
words and little deeds; of boast and promise, 
with little or no performance; of menace wita- 
out meaning, and pageant without force. 

The peopie of Ireland have been thus far 
quietly assisted in their movement for the 
ownership of tne land by a comparatively small 
portion of the Irisn element in the United 
Siates. Now that the agitation has sssumed a 
national development, spreading even to En- 
gland, an appeal is made to the worid to assist 
in earrving on this agitation that is being con- 
ducted within the pale of the much-vaunted 
British Constitution! Persecution has com- 
meneed, and the powers of Government are 
being exerted to thwart the movement of the 
people. 

The struggle must be a desperate and a bit- 
ter one. The greediness of the lanalord for 
centuries, the administration of the law in the 
hands of the landlord class, shows that in the 
past British rule in Ireland was a power from 
which a reasovable mau could expect no remedy 
but poison, no relief but death. ‘The robbery 
and confiscation of their lands and homes by 
the British Government to the landlord horde is 
the principle cause of that irrecorcilabie enmity 
of the Irish people against English rule,—a 
hatred inextinguishablie and ardent as was that 
of Haunibal against be people of Romulus, 
but ennobled by a far purer motive. It is only 
by bringing the public opinion of the eplight- 
ened world to bear againet the barbarous sys- 
tem that the people can hope for success 
against such terrible odds. 

Now that the Fenian scare of rebellion has 
passed off the British stage, and that the people 
of Ireland are seeking a partial redress within 
the law, a bit of inside history regarding the 
extent of the Fenian movement, tne character 
of its leaders, aud ihe cause ef its failure may 
not be inappropriate at this time. I give this in 
justice to a great movemeot whose extent and 
importance have never been known to the 
worla, but which was telt by the British Govern- 
ment. I give it in vindication of as pure and 
selt-sacrificing a set of leaders as ever espoused 
the cause of human freedom; who to-day, like 
crusaders in stone upon an ancient tomb, are 
uuknown and forgotten save by those Who knew 
the great work they periormed. 

The terrible famine of 7 and ’48 spread like 
a pestilential vapor through the population of 
Ireland. Notwithstanuing that the country pro- 
duced more than enough to feed all the people, 
the greed of the landlords demanded all, and 
the people had to starve. The Fenian chiefs 
who had just reached the years of manhood 
were not idle spectators of the widespread deso- 
lation they saw around them. ‘They saw cattle, 
and hogs, and sheep being shipped from everv 
port of Ireland to England while the people 
were starving around them; they saw a forest 
of cypress spread over the land, ana the ery for 
bread and for mercy could not penetrate the 
darkness and enter Heaven for relief; and they 
saw, too, the war-eagles from America, witb the 
golden sheafsin their talons, showering life 
upon the starving millions, and with the em- 
blem of American liberty rekindling the expir- 
ing spirit of the enslaved! 

Such was the scene that greeted the origina- 
tors of the Fenian movement as they budded

While a considerabie number of the c 
sympathized with the movement, the w 
force of the Church was directed against it. 
Eveo in this State some of the clergy would 
suffer to be suspended rather than excommuui- 
cate members of the Order in obedience to their 
superiors. But the opposition of the Church 
worked demoralization and ruin in the organiza- 


uon. 

Up to this time harmony and brotherly love 
prevailed in all the couacils of the body, and 
the most implicit confidence was reposed in the 
ability and honesty of the m minds, whose 
great work it really was. this time for- 
ward discord, factiousness, and distrust took 
the wealthy 
men refused to contribute what they prome 
ised, saying the masses were too cowardly to 
follow in a movement to which whe Caurca was 
Oppesed. The great organiza‘ion broke vp 
inte shreds, and what promised, if not he com- 
piete freedom of Ireland, at least the bravesé 
streaggle since the days ef Sarsfield and Hugh 
O'Neill, meited before the vengeance of the 
Charch like snow before a summer sun. 
It was not, then, the British Government ung 
broke up the Fenian movement. Neither were 
the pitiable efforts at rebellion in Ireland nor 
the invasion of Canada anything more than the 
spasms of some of its demoralized factions. 

Mr. Gladstone sald at Liverpool, a few days 
ago, that the Irish Caurch was not disestab- 
lished because of the blowing-up of one buiid- 
ing, but because of the fear of more numerous 
explosions. The truth is, that, although the 
Fenian movement was the means ot disestab- 
lishing that Church, it was done as a favor ta 
the Cdtbolic Churen for the effectiveness with 
which it killed the Fenian movement. 

As already stated, there were no discords in 
the deliberations of the organization until alter 
the opposition of the Chureu commenced. ihe 
leaders of the movement were men of great 
culture, familiar witb all the languages of Eu- 
rope, possessed of wonderful executive and or- 
ganizing ability, and succesded most admirably 
in conducting the movement without friction. 
They saw how the Huogarian revolution of 43 
might : ave succeeded nad Gorgei, and Guvon, 
aud Kossuth sunk their differences in a common 
cause. They saw how the murder and. desolae- 
tion of the Duke of Alva in the Low Countries 
might have been prevented, and how me Neth- 
erlands might have gained their freedom, had 
darmoay prevailed ju the councils of the Prinve 
of Orange, Count Egmont, and Count Horne, 
and they were determined to show the wor! 
when the proper time came, that irishmen 
be united in the cause of their country. 

Ui course the organization and its real leaders 
should not be held responsible for the silly ut- 
terances ofsome of the rattle-headed orators 
who fastened themselves upon it snd who 
wanted to air their shailow vanity before the 
public. They belong to what Burke would call 
that insect race who get fly-biowu upon 
every weak corner of a movement. 

Such isa brief review of the rise and fall of 
the Fenian movement. The present agitadon 
in ireland 1s, if not wholly, in part ac ieast, due 
to ue juduence hat erganization had upon we 
minds of tac: rish people.

Steam barges will continue to run in the trade as 
long as there is any demand. The Trader, at the 
lumber market last evening, with shingles, will go 
after another cargo, and the Colin Campbell ie ex- 
pected Saturday with lumber from Ludington. 
She took a load of lambermen's supplies over 
Monday. 

The results of the season have not been as good 
in the lumber trade as in the grain and iron trades. 
but they have been quite satisfactory to most of 
the owners of the hookers. fair rates bave been 
maintained, fron: $1.00 to $3.00 on Muskegon 
cargoes, and in that proportion from other ports, 
but lack of dock room and handling facilities, and 
one or two other drawbacks, have militated some- 
what against the lumber-carriers. 


A FEARFUL RECORD. 

The Detroit “ost and Tribune gives a compre- 
hensive list of tue disasters on the lakes, and in 
prefacing it says: 

The series of gales that swept over the lakes be- 
tween the 15th and 24th of November have proven 
unusualiy destruttive to.vessel property and life. 
There has probably been no parallel in the annals 
of lake navigation, not even the destructive gaie 
of 1800. Within the dates named no jess than 
sixty-five vessels are known to have met 
with disaster, exclusive of the loss of a 
valuable dredge, two derricks, and ten scows of a

directly ‘attributable to heavy weather. The 
amount of tonnage jeopardized aggregates 16, 000 
tous in round numbers, with a valuation of about 
$450.

hiserran’. tle found two sailors and went to 
Van Schaick’s dock, near the mouth of the river, 
where the Prince Alfred had laid, and was sur- 
prised to discover that she had gone, the tug Con- 
stitution having towed her out. Carlson went 
in search of the owner, A. C. Me- 
Rae, who happened © de in the city, 
witha view toward obtaining his effects and get- 
ting an explanation of the Prince Alfred's sudden 
departure.

Mr. McRae stated that 
Capt. Andrew waited an hoaranda half for Carl- 
eon to return. and, thinking that he micht not come 
back, got two or three seamen aboard to fill out 
his crew and left port.

THE POWERS MURDER. 


Coroner Mann Holds an Inquest on, the 
D-ceased Lady. 


The Jury Believe Kern Lavery Was the 
Cause of Her Death. 


He Is Remanded to the Cells to Wait 
His Trial. 


The adjourned inquest in the case of Mrs. 
Avastasia Powers, who died on Monday at No. 
180 West Nineteenth street, was held in the 
saloon No. 772 South Halsted street yesterday 
afternoon. Coroner Mann was late in getting 
around, so that the examination did not begin. 
uniil after 3 o’clock. 

Dr. W. S. Haroan, County Physician, was the 
first witness examined. He testified that he 
had examived the body of the deceased. He 
found she had been bruised about the bead and 
neck, and he discovered that there were tokens 
of injury internally. There was a scratch upon 
the nose, and there were several marks 
upon the temple. In one place the scalp 
had been penetrated. He believed that 
death resulted from violence externally. The 
wounds upon the head were sufficient to pro- 
duce concussion of the braip, which would bring 
about inflammation of the brain, which the 
Doctor thought was the direct cause of death. 
The wounds upon the temple were either made 
by several b.ows of one instrument, or by one 
blow from a jagged, blunt instrument. The 
whole face was blackened. 


Dr. Nelson H. Church, of No. 802 South Hal- 


sted street, testified that he was called to see 
the deceased first on last Friday morning. He 
found three wounds over the left temple and 
one across the bridge of the nose. The whole 
face, neck, and eyes bore evidence of clotted 
blood beneath the skin. She was rational. 
Her neck bore evidence of haying been choked. 
The patient stated to witness that, on the night 
previous, four or five people entered her house 
and choked, and pounded, and robbed her. She 
did not mention any names, but said she 
thought she recognized one of the men’s 
voices. She suspected a sailor whom she 
met m Buffalo. The men ‘all wore masks of 
handkerchiefs. Witness called again Saturday, 
and he thought the patient looked better, and 
was in a fair way toget along, a:though she was 
not out of danger. At the time deceased made 
her statement, she said that she believed this 
wound would end ber days, as she was too old 
to survive such rough handling. She was posi- 
tive that she recognized the voice of one of the 
men as that of as whom she had known in 
Buffalo. 
CHRISTOPHER O’NEIL, 

of No. 177 Bunker street, testified that he bought 
a horse of Kern Lavery last Thursday, paying 
him for the same $53, all in new bills. He gave 
him two twenties, a ten, and a five, and Lavery 
gave him back $2 Witness bad not known 
Lavery butafew days, but he heard that he 
bore a very good character. 

Officer Edward Laughiin testified that he ar- 
rested Kern Lavery last Friday afternoon on 
Twelfth street, near the hav-market. He found 
some money upon his person—$56 and some odd 
cents. The biils were of the following denom- 
inations: Two $20, one $10, one $5, and one $1 
note, and some small change. The money was 

roduced, and it answered the description given 

vy Mr. O'Neil. The prisoner told the 
witness that he obtained the moncy 
from the sale of a horse. He asked what he 
was arrested for, and whether the officer hada 
warrant. There was no effort on the part of the 
prisover to escape. Ihe deceased told witness 
that on Thanksgiving night a party of men 
came into her house and robbed and beat her. 
They turned up the lamp, and she recognized 
one of them as Lavery. The story as published 
in the papers was repeated by the witness. The 
son appeared to be badly bruised about the 
eyes when witness saw him, Friday afternoon. 

James Powers, son of the deceased, was re- 
called. His testimony of the night before was 
read to him as it appeared m Tue TRIBUNS 
yesterday morning. He could not describe the 
money that was taken from him, but there were 
some $1 bills among them, which were 
very old, and two 510 bills, quite new. 
So far as witness knew, Lavery had 
alwavs been an honest and upright man, and he 
was not adrinking man,so far as he knew. 
Witness never had any trouble with bis mother, 
to his knowledge. He drank, and sometimes 
got intoxicated, but seldom when at home. 

Mrs. Mary Flanigan testified that she knew 
the tamily of Powers. She lived just back of 
them. Deceased and her son were visiting at 
her house on Thanksgiving night. There was 
no drinking there; never saw the Powers hay- 
ing auy trouble between themselves. 

Constantine Egan testified that be resided on 
Nutt street. He saw Mrs. Powers aiter she 
was injured. She said that three or four men 
came into ber house and beat her, and she 
thought Kern. Lavery was there, but 
she was not certain. Witness told ber that no 
one would believe her if she said Kern Lavery 
did it. The old.Jady spoke uo sharply, and said 
that if Lavery was not there himself he hired 
somebody to come and doit. Then she said 
that if she had anything to put ber ower the 
winter she would drop the matter. She told 
several different stories as to the time the men 
came into her house. 

Officer John J. Cary, of the Twelfth-Street 
Station, testified that Lavery told him he went 
home with a girl at about half-past 9 o’clock 
Thursday nicht. 

Bridget Weish, sister of Kero Lavery, testified 
that she had known the deceased about six 
years. She talked with deceased before her 
death, and she told her the same story testified 

the witness Egan. This was 

2 o'clock on Saturday. She 

her brother in her house 

about half-past 8 o’clock, and at about half-past 

9 or 10 o’clock she saw him coming home from 
escorting a young lady to her residence. ° 

Mary Ryan, aunt of Lavery, testified that he 
bearded with her. He went out on Thursday 
evening to a nighbor’s. He came back at about 
a quarter to 10 o'clock. He pulled off his 
boots, sat down to warm his feet, 

OFFERED UP A PRAYER, 
and then went to ved. She sat up until 11 
O' clock, and heard the clock strike l. He was 
at breakfast in the morning. 

Officer McCabe testified that the prisoner told 
him that he was at a Hibernian dance all night 
the night before. 

Mr. Trude, who was counsel for Lavery, be- 
came incensed at the testimony of the witness, 
and desired to know whether any others beard 
this testimony. 

John Powers, another son of the deceased, 
testified to threats having been made by Lavery 
against witness’ brother, whic were much the 
same as testified to by other witnesses. «, 

Mary Fieg testified that she lived at No. 80 
Nineteenth street. Mrs. Powers and her son 
lived in ber house. James Powers was always 
lying drunk around the house when he was not 
aboard his vessel, and he abused bis mother. 
They were always fighting, and she heard the 
mother crving frequently. They had no money 
to pav their rent with, and owed witness when 
she gave them five days’ notice to leave. James 
was drunk from morning to night. 

Carl Fieg testified to the same thing that his 
wife did. He bad frequently ‘heard deceased 
and her son scolding. The next morning 
after the men were said to have 
come in he examined the windows, 
aud he was quite sure that nobody could possi- 
bly have gotten in from the outside. He did 
not believe anybody came into that house that 
night. 

1 he prisoner then made a statement, explain- 
ing bis wereabouts on Thursday nicht. which 
agreed with the statements made by his sister 
and bis aunt. 

After retiring for a short time, the jury re- 
turned s verdict to the effect that the deceased 
came to her death from congestion of the brain, 
caused by tojuries received early ou the morning 
of the 28th, and that, according to the evidence 
hoard, Kern. Lavery was believed to be the 
party, or one of the parties, who inflicted the 
injuries, and it was recommended that the pris- 
oner be held for further examination. 

Lavery was taken back to a cell in the 
Twelfth-Street Station.

HANNIBAL, Mo., Nov. 30.—{ met a phase of 
far-Western life yesterday that is very little talked 
of in the glowing handbooks that are constantly 
being issued from the press, ur the pewspaper- 
articles that are written by irrepessibie cor- 
respondents. In the productions referred to, 
we are told of the glowing beauties of far-West- 
ern hfe; of the possibility—oft transformed, 
before the enraptured eyes of the bebolder, into 
a living reality—of people, poor beyond com- 
parison, who come out to Southern Kansas and 
Northern Texas but to wax Creesus-like with the 
fast-passing moons, and, in the magical period 
of two or three years, awake some fine balmy 
morning (such as is common in that country !) 
to find themselves rich beyond eomputation. 
What I saw was just what may be seen any 
afternoon on the east-bound express over the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Road as it approaches 
this city.

A Talking-Machine. 
Galignant's Messenger ( Paris). 

During more than a century inventors have 
turned the r ingenuity to constructing machines 
capable of imitating the human voice. though 
what practical purpose they might serve if ever 
so perfect it is dijlicult to discover. One of the 
latest of these efforts, und perhaps the most 
successful, is a machine made by M. Faber. it 
cousists essentially of three parts,—the wina- 
producing system, the sound-making appara- 
tus, ind the articulating arrangement. As for 
the first, nothing particular need be sald: it is 
simply a species of bellows. ‘The second, the 
sound-producer, the larynx, is an ivory tube so 
constructed that within certain limits the length 
may be varied so as to cause a difference in tone 
produced. Probably he would have been more 
successful had be adopted some more elastic 
material. The articulating apparatus includes 
a part for sounding the vowels and another ior 
pronouncing the consonants. The former are due 
to the passage of air through openings of differ- 
ent shapes, made in diaphragms placed success- 
ively in the current of air by the action of levers 
moved by the fingers; in addition, a special 
cavity, destined to produce nasal sounds, can be 
put in commubpication with the former at pleas- 
ure by means of a particular lever. lhe cunso- 
nants are produced by pieces, the action of 
which is analogous to that of the lips, the teeta, 
and the tongue, and the rolling of the Ris 
caused by a whee]. All these imitation organs 
are put in motion by fourteen keys very ingen- 
iously disposed iu a way to produce the neces- 
sary intensity of action and variation in se- 
quence of the parts destined to propounce a 
s\ilabie. The number of fourteen keys is suffi- 
cient. for by certain variations in the touch the 
inteuded sound can be regulated as strong or 
weak at picasure, As might be expected, the 
language of the machine is very monotonous, 
and is by no means per/ect, as some sounds pro- 
duce a much better effect than others; bow- 
ever, in general, the words pronounced are 
easily understood. They cannot be compared 
tothe changes in the human voice, and what- 
ever improvements the machine may receive, 
che question still remains, What use is it?

STREET SEWERS. 


An Interesting Paper on Their Ven- 
tilation by Engineer 
Wiliams. 


Consideration of the Various Methods 
of Securing Pure Air. 


The Oonflict Between Scientific Perfection 
and Practical Possibilities. 


Open Mauholes the Best System Yet 
Devised. 


The Engineers’ Club ot the Northwest held 
its reguiar monthly meeting yesterday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock in one of the lecture-rooms of 
the Chicago Atheneum. In the absence of the 
President, Mr. H. C. Nutt was chosen to pre- 
side. After the transaction of some routine 
business, the Club listened to the reading of an 
interesting paper on that ever-interesting sub- 
ject,—in this locality,—* Ventilation of Street- 
Sewers,” by Mr. Benezette Williams, formerly 
Superintendent of the Sewerage Devartment of 
this city. The points in Mr. Williams’ able 
paper are embraced in the following abstract: 

The water-carriage system for removing 
refuse from human habitations, though 
leaving little to be desired in expedition and 
convenience, and though far safer than any of 
the systems in use before its iatroduction, as 
shown by decreased death-rates, had, in the 
ordioary manner of its appication, dangers to 
life and health larking in it which must be re- 
moved or guarded against before it could be 
considered perfectly safe in Its operation. As 
it was, iamilies were liable to contact with 
germs of disease, or the meyibitic gases induc- 
ing disease, that may have their origin many 
blocks away. An available method for effectu- 
ally 

EXCLUDING FROM HOUSE DRAINS 

the air from the street sewers would greatly 
simplify tne matter, since the question weuld 
then be narrowed down to the proper ventila- 
tion of the house drains, soil, and waste pipes. 
Numerous mechanical traps have been tried, 
but without sufficient success to warrant full 
reliance upon them. Thus far nothug bad 
taken ‘he place of ihe water-sealed trap, in the 
use ot which escape of gas was always liable. 
Were this different, there would be no 
doubt as to the proorietv of confining 
the gases in the sewers to be carried 
off from time to time as absorbed dy the sewer 
water. It fresh sewage alone were to be dealt 
with, the question would be further implied. 
But there could be no bope of fully preventing 
more or less obstruction and deposit and conse- 
quent decomposition of the sewage, especially 
in sewers of low grade, 

Before proceeding to a consideration of the 
metbods followed for ridding sewers of gas, the 
author of the paper devoted considerabie space 
to a statement of the kind of elements 
which bad to be dealt witn, and 
the general principles underlying the sewage 
problem, explaining the variable chemical com- 
position of sewer air, and declaring that, witether 
the germ theory of disease were true or not, 
there could be no doubt that diseases of z tuotie 
character are spread, or at least superinduced 
in many instances, by sewer gas. ihe paper re- 
ferred to the exoeriment of Dr. Angus Smith, 
who found in the pit of a theatre at 11:30 b. m. 
that the oxygen was 20.74 per cent and the car- 
bonic acid gas 0.32. One volume of sewer gas 
mixed with five times its volume of pure air 
would be quite as rich in ogygen and would 
contain less than one-half as much carbonic a id 
gas, in proportion, as a theatre at the close of a 
performance. It did not therefore seem’ possi- 
ble that the mere presence of the fixed gases 
of decomposition could be responsibie for the 
deadly work of sewer gas. Mere dilution with 
air of the orcanic vapors was not all that was 
necessary. Air should be present in large 
quantities durmg decomposition. Air drawn 
from sewers should never be permitted to pass 
into house-drains. Sewage snould be disposed 
of, if possible, before decomposition took place. 
Decomposition should occur in the presence of 
the largest possible quantity of air, and should 
be still further diluted, as soon as possibie, by 
allowing it to m:ngle frezly with the outside air. 
: THE MORE IMPORTANT SYSTEMS 
of sewer ventilation might be classified ender 
these two heads: By the discharge of sewer air 
above the level of the street through artificial 
exhaustion; and, secondly. be natural means at 
the level of the street, induced bo disturbance 
of the equilibrium between the inside and out- 
side of the sewer through changes of temperature, 
as, by means of manboles, ventilat na-shatts, 
and untrapped catch-basins. Some one or more 
of these methods bad been tried in Europe and 
elsewhere, and had ail been ab indoned, the 
coief difficulty being the impossibility or admit- 
ting air to the sewers umformiy turouchbout a 
given district so as to preserve an equaiity of 
ventilation in all parts of mat district. 

A system of ventilation by means of the 
vacuum had lately been proposed by Mr. John 
G. Winton, of England, which, while it would 
be more expensive than any vacuum system 
previously tried, seemed to be free irom the 
difficulties of operation which bad eampelled 
the abandonment of other processes, It in- 
volved the use of an exhaust fan and fluc, the 
air to be drawn from the sewers througu inde- 
pendent lines of pipe, the pipes to radiate irom 
ube exhaust station to the limits of the given 
district, each line to taver ‘gradually 
to the end, and the pipes to de 
connected at frequent intervals with the 
sewer dy means of branch pipes supplied with 
nozzles of such size as to properly prescribe the 
amount of air drawo off by such coanection. 
The plenum or reverse process of those already 
enumerated was so obviously defective as 
scarcely to deserve notice. in consequence of 
the failure of ail the processes for diffusing the 
air at a bigh altitude, only ove alterfhative was 
left, and that was to have Open ngs a) ine sur- 
face of the streets and a iree circu!ation of air 
under the influence of Varving temperatures, 
‘The main objection bere lay in the aduiissioa of 
poisonous gasses and vapors into the air until 
it becomes unwholesome, and any system that 
did this could not be

But here, as in many other of the difficult ques- 
tions of life, resort must be had to @ compro- 
mise between scientific perfec:ion aud practica- 
bie possibilities, and investigation shewed that 
in this instance a compromise was all that had 
been effected, even if more had been attempted. 

Of tne various materials used to remove the 
noxious properties of sewer-gas, wood charcoal, 
placed in mao-holes or ventilating shafts, alone 
had attained even a transient success, the diffi- 
culties of fulfilling all the conditions requisite 
to its proper use being manifold and apparent. 
Althougt charcoal purifiers were now used in 
Berlin with some measure of success, American 
engineers, profiting by the ex;erience of their 
English brethren, had refused the charcoal proc- 
ess a trial. 

In view of all these facts, natural ventilation 
through simple street openings seemed to be 
the cnly methad hat could be considered among 
the practicabdilities. It was largely in use in 
London, Liverpool, Leeds, and otber English 
cities, aud in Wasningtoa, New York, Brooklyn, 
Boston, and other cities in ithe United States. 
Chicago, during the present year, bad taken 
some sieps in this direction, thougo m the fate 
of considerable opposition. Since it was maiuiy 
through trial tuat correct conclusions are to be 
arrived at, the aber preceeded to give briefly 
some of the results tuat nad attended its use in 
Chicago. 

Everything else being equal, the sewerage sys- 
tem of Chicago was orobably the worst in the 
world to keep free from sever-gas, on 
account of the slight descent of the 
sewers. In the mains the descent rarely 
exceeded . 04 to.06 feet in 100 feet, and in the 
laterals rarely. Ito. 2 per 100 feet. Asa result, 
the main reliances for keeping the sewers clean 
were almost wholly artificial, the priucipai de- 
peudeuce being upon flushing aud scrap:ng for 
the removal of deposit. The greatest difficul- 
ties anticipated in tue use ot perforated man- 
hole covers were the filling of the open ugs witu 
mud, snow, and ice, and the accumulation of 
street refuse upon the

The first difficulty bad been met with, but not 
to the expected extent. As to the second, the 
writer was led tothe conclusion that it would 
only be for a short time after beavy storms mat 
there would be much trouble in this respect. la 
regard to the anticipated accumulation of street 
refuse in the bottom of we sewers, it was 
rather too soon to form as settled opinion. lu 
a few instances, especially upon newiy-paved 
st@eets, waere there was a large amount of 
loose gravel to be worked through the open- 
ings, obstructions haa formed upon the Dottom 
of the sewers, but the indications were that 
serious difficulty would prove exceptional. in 
Brooklyn they provided for these droppings 
from ihe streets by the ute of trays suspended 
under the openmgs. lu a city with wide streets 
and catch-basins located as they are in Chicago, 
there seemed to be no serious objection to 
ventilation through them that would pot 
aoply to manboles. At apy rate, it had been 
thought best to try this ‘and several 
bundred basins had been built durimg the year. 
lp Milwaukee the plan was working success- 
fully, and, with the of a reasonable 


amount of ingenuity and foresight, there ap- ] 


pears to be no difficulty of an engineering char- 
acter connected with the manner of ventilation 
that could not be readily overcome. 

The greatest obstacle yet encouotered in the 
use of these covers was a psychological one. A 
few pbysicians in the city had strenuously op- 

ed any ventilation into the streets whatever, 
and, since its partial accompiishment, had been 
diligent in objection. Seizing opon the fact of 
escaping gas at the opens, they had drawn 
harrowing pictares of malarial epidemics, which 
had not been without an “influence over others 
in the community. Apparently ignoring the 
presence of sewer-gas iu dwellings, they con- 
templated its presence in thé streets with con- 
sternation. Owing to the incompletenesg as 
vet in the ventilation, and, perhaps, to some 
local cause,—as unusual deposit, or tbe peculiar 
sitvation of certain manholes, allowing the 
escape of a large amount of gas—there had been, 
in some instances, Cenuine annoyance, and

ore frequently, however, objections ha 

— risa to a bias against the method, or a lack 
of appreciation of the fact that it is the least of 
two evils alone which is offered, and not @ s. 
tem wholly perfect in ite sanitary features. ‘The 
benefits growing out of the use of the new method 
had. on the other bind, been clearly marked, 
and in several cases freely acknowledged 
People who bad been exceedingly annoyed by 
gas before the sewers were ventilated had found 
it to entirely disappear after ventilation was 
partially accomplished. It had been clearly 
demonstrated, in fact, even by the meagre ex- 
perience in Chicago, that if ventilation on the 
plan adopted were thorough and universal it 
would be a great step io sanitary reform. 

In this connection it was curious to observe 
how engineering practice. bad moved in a —＋ 
and kad substantialiv brought the subject o 
sewer veptilatiun back to the place—the City of 
London—it started from thirty-nine vears ago. 
It was humiliating to confess that in more than a 
third of a century engineer ng skill and science 
had developed po truly sanitary method of 
dealing with sewer gases. True, the road to 
the goal bad been cleared of a great 
deal of rubbish. True, by systematized plans 
and better proportioned sewers, by improved 
house-drain connections, and by a more geveral 
water supply. the evils had been greatly leas- 
peed, aud the way was clear to stfil greater ia- 
provements. But it must be contessed that the 
system of ventilation was not yet scientifically 
or even practicaliy perfect; nor could any 
system that distributed noxious gases in the 
air we breathe, without greater dilution than 
has been attained, be so considered. Even prac- 
tical perfection, in the matter of preventing air 
pollution, it was to be feared, never would be 
reached in large towns unt the sewer gases, 
together with the gases of combustion, and even 
the very air from our dwellings, offices, and 


shops,

by immense chimneys many hundreds of feet 
high. bevond possible reach of the ground, ex- 
cept in so diluted a state as to be almost in- 
finitessimal in amount compared with their 
dilutent. Such ascheme to prevent the con- 
tamination of the atmosphere, though at first 
thougbt partaking mucb of the character of the 
story of the “Brick Moon” was carefully 
worked out and seriously given to the public in 
a paper read before the Manchesser Philosoph- 
ical Society twenty-two vears ago by Mr. Peter 
Spence, F. C. 8., of Manchester, and lately res- 
urrected by William Thompson, F. R. S. C., 
F. C. S., and again given to the world, with the 
assertion that he believes it will ultimately be 
adooted in all Jarge towns. Until this 
magnificent scheme became a reality, the 
imhabitauts of large towns must be 
content to breathe impurities in a greater or 
less degree, seeing only mat the impurities are 
in as harmless a state and as greatly diluted as 
possible. 

Ine Secretary ot the Club, Mr. L. P. More- 
house, was to have read a paper on The 
Transportation Question: Some Governing 
Principles.“ but, in recognition of the impor- 
tance of the sewerage question, be asked that 
the reading be postponed, and that the re- 
mainder of the sesston be devoted toa discussion 
of Mr. Williams’ excellent paoer. > 

‘he suggestion was favorably received, Mr. 
Moorehouse’s paper was reserved for the next 
meeting, and a brief discussion ensued on the 
subject of sewerage. Several of the members 
bad questions to propound to Mr. Williams. 
the answers to which were practically but an 
elaboration of the views announced and the po- 
sitions taken in bis paper. It seemed to be gen- 
eraliy considered hat the man hole and catch- 
basin system in vogue here was, as Mr. Williams 
delle ves,

as vet of the sewage prot lem that had been in- 
vented. In reply to.a question from one of the 
members as to the practical value of the May- 
or's suggestion that the people ought to 
be allowed to waste all the water they 
wanted to, and that was 80 
wasted would destroy by absorption 
the noxious sewer-gases, Mr. Williams said that 
the suggestion was a good one as far as it Went, 
but that a wastage of even S per cent of water 
would cause no appreciable effect in this direc- 
tion. in reply to an objection from another of 
the members, that the man-holdé covers were in- 
jurious to the horses’ teet, Mr. Williams said 
ne bad heard that complaint when the man-holes 
were first put in, but that it had stopped when 
certain changes were made in the plates, and 
he did not think there was any objection to 
them on that core now. 

fhe drift of the opinions exvressed was en- 
tirely in favor of the theory that it is vastly bet- 
ter to allow the rising sewer-gases to come up 
from the man-holes and be distributed over a 
greater expanse, and thus rendered compara- 
tively harmless, than to shut up the man-holes, 
drive the gases back, and force them into our 
bouses. ihe subject of ventilating shafts was 
also discussed, aud it was generally admitted 
that, while the theory was good, the circum- 
stances and conditions atteuding their practical 
use had beeu, iu too many instances, altogether 
unfavorable to their savcess. 

At the close of the discussion the Club ad- 
journed for one month. 


It is said that some of the alkaloids which enter 
into the combination of Feilows’ Hypophosphites 
are extracted from trees which attain to a great 
age, and that this fact suggested to Mr. Fellows 
tue idea of tieir empioyment.
